Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


SECTION 1. (a) Levy.—In addition to the licenses provided 
for by Article 4, Title 28, Code of Alabama 1975, there is hereby 
levied a privilege or excise tax on every person licensed under the 
provisions of said Article 4 who sells, stores, or receives for the 
purpose of distribution, to any person, firm, corporation, club or n 
accordance with the volume of sales by such person of malt or 
brewed beverages, and shall be an amount equal to five cents (5<P) 
for each twelve (12) fluid otinces or fractional part thereof. 


, .ft) Collection.-The tak levied by subsection (a) of this section 
shal! be collected by the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board 
and said tax shall be added to the sales price of all malt or brewed 
beverages sold, and shall be collected from purchasers. It shall be 
unlawful for any person, firm, corporation, club or association who 
is required to pay the tax in the first instance to fail or refuse to add 
to the sales price and collect from the purchaser the required 
amount of tax, it being the intent and purpose of this provision that 
the tax levied is in fact a tax on the consumer, with the person, firm 
corporation, club or association who pays the tax in the first 
instance acting merely as an agent of the state for the collection and 
payment of the tax. 


Except as hereinafter provided, the tax levied by subsection (a) 
of this section shall be collected by a return which shall be filed by 
the wholesaler or distributor with the alcoholic beverage control 
board postmarked not later than the last day of the month following 
the month of receipt of the malt or brewed beverages by the 
wholesaler or distributor from the manufacturer, which return 
shall be accompanied by the remittance of the tax due. Provided, 
however, for malt or brewed beverages received during the month 
of October 1979, the return and remittance of tax shall be filed with 
the board postmarked not later than the 10th of November 1979

and for malt or brewed beverages received during the month of 
November 1979, the return and remittance of tax shall be filed with 
the board postmarked not later than the 20th of December 1979. 

All malt or brewed beverages sold, received or stored in this 
state shall have affixed by the manufacturer to each original 
container, an Alabama crown, lid or identification as designed in 
accordance with the rules and regulations promulgated by the 
board, which crown, lid or identification shall constitute prima 
facie proof that the appropriate tax as provided for in this Act is 
paid at the time of the sale of the beverages. 

The board shall have the authority to examine the books and 
records of any person, firm, corporation, club or association who 
sells, stores, or receives for the purpose of distribution, any malt or 
brewed beverages, to determine the accuracy of any return 
required to be filed with the board. 

(c) Disposition of Proceeds.--The proceeds of the tax levied by 
subsection (a) of this section shall be paid into the state treasury to 
be distributed as follows: 

(1) One-half cent (1/2<P) of said proceeds shall be paid into the 
state treasury to the credit of the wet counties in the state and shall 
be divided and distributed equally on or before the fifteenth day of 
each month to said counties; 

(2) One cent (1<P) of said proceeds shall be paid into the state 
treasury to the credit of the state public welfare trust fund and shall 
be used for general welfare purposes. As used in this section, the 
phrase “general welfare purposes” means: 

a. The administration of public assistance as set out in 
sections 38-2-5 and 38-4-1, Title 38, Code of Alabama 1975; 

b. Services, including supplementation and 
supplementary services under the federal Social Security Act, to or 
on behalf of persons to whom such public assistance may be given 
under sections 38-2-5 and 38-4-1, Title 38, Code of Alabama 1975; 

c. Services to and on behalf of dependent, neglected or 
delinquent children; and 

d. Investigative and referral services to and on behalf of 
needy persons. 

(3) Two cents (2<P) of said proceeds shall be paid into the state 
treasury to the credit of the Alabama special educational trust 
fund, and so much thereof as may be necessary for the purpose if 
hereby appropriated to pay the principal of and interest on bonds 
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not exceeding $30,000,000.00 in aggregate principal amount 
issued and sold by the public corporation known as the Alabama 
Irade school and Junior College Authority.

into the state treasury credited to the general fund of the state. 

• SE™™ 2 The tax levied by subsection (a) of Section 1 of 
this Act shall not be imposed upon the sale, trade or barter of malt 
or brewed beverages by one licensed wholesaler or distributor to 

another wholesaler or distributor licensed to sell and handle malt or 

brewed beverages in this state, which transaction is hereby made 
exempt from said tax; provided, however, that the board mav 
require written reporting of any such transaction in such form as 
the board may prescribe. 

SECTION 3. Penalty for failure to pay taxes collected for the 
board and for possession of unidentified malt or brewed beverages*

property of the taxpayer found within his county for the payment of 
the amount thereof, with penalties, if any, and the cost of executing 
the warrant, and to return such warrant to the board and to pay it 
the money collected by virtue thereof. Upon receipt of such 
execution, the sheriff shall file with the clerk of the circuit court of 
his county a copy thereof and thereupon the clerk of the circuit 
court shall enter in his abstract of judgments the name ot the 
taxpayer mentioned in the warrant and in proper columns the 
amount of tax, with penalties, and costs for which the warrant is 
issued and the date and hour when such copy is filed and sha 
index the warrant upon the index of judgments. The sheriff shall 
thereupon proceed upon the warrant in all respects with like ellect 
and in the same manner prescribed by law in respect to executions 
issued against the property upon judgments of a court of record and 
shall be entitled to the same fees for services in executing the 
warrant to be collected in the same manner. He shall make return 
of such execution to the board within thirty days of issuance thereof. 
The taxes and penalties imposed by this Act shall be deemed a debt 
owing to the state by the party against whom the same shall be 
charged and shall be a preferred lien upon all property of the party 
against whom the same shall be charged. 

SECTION 4. Identification.-(a) For the protection of the 
public welfare, health, peace and morals of the people of this state, 
including without limitation regulation of the quality of malt or 
brewed beverages sold, offered for sale, or held for sale within this 
state, and for the protection of the tax revenues accruing to the state 
by virtue of taxes levied on malt or brewed beverages, it is hereby 
declared the intention and purpose of this Act that the board shall 
require all manufacturer licensees, or in lieu thereof, all importer 
licensees to affix Alabama identification, as will be prescribed by 
the board, to all original containers in which malt or brewed 
beverages is normally placed and prepared for market, received, 
sold or handled, before such beverages are sold, offered for sale or 
held for sale within this state. Provided, however, a wholesaler 
licensee may, subject to the rules and regulations promulgated by 
the board, prepay the tax and affix Alabama identification to 
certain malt or brewed beverages which comes into the state 
without such identification being affixed by the manufacturer or 
importer licensee, where the wholesaler licensee was by court order 
permitted to do so prior to the effective date of this act; but this 
special permission shall apply only with respect to a brand or 
brands of malt or brewed beverages sold or distributed by the 
wholesaler licensee within this state during the period of six 
months first succeeding said court order. 

(b) (1) The board is hereby authorized to design and have 
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prepared and distributed Alabama identification to be affixed by 
the manufacturer or importer licensee to all malt or brewed 
beverages sold, offered for sale, or held for sale in the state of 
Alabama. 

(2) The board is authorized to enter into a contract on behalf 
of the state with one or more manufacturers for the manufacture, 
sale and distribution of such identification and shall require of each 
such manufacturer a bond or bonds in an amount and with sureties 
satisfactory to the board. 

(3) Such identification prescribed by the board shall be 
purchased from the board or from such person designated by the 
board by the licensed manufacturer or importer of malt or brewed 

beverages to be sold within this state. 

(4) Any person other than the board or its designated and 
bonded identification manufacturer or agent who sells such 
Alabama identification not affixed to malt or brewed beverages 
sold a.nd delivered by them, whether genuine or counterfeit, shall 
be guilty of a felony and shall be punished as such as provided in this 
§ 28-3-227, Code of Alabama 1975. 

(5) Any person who manufacturers, sells, offers for sale, buys 
or has in his or its possession any reproduction or counterfeit of 
Alabama malt or brewed beverage identification provided for in 
this Act shall be guilty of a felony and shall be punishable as such as 
provided in this § 28-3-228, Code of Alabama 1975. 

(6) Any person who removes or otherwise prepares Alabama 
malt or brewed beverage identification, with intent to use or caused 
to be used after such identification has already been used, or buys, 
sells, offers for sale, gives away or has in his or its possession any 
such previously used Alabama identification for the purpose of 
identifying malt or brewed beverages shall be guilty of a felony and 
shall be punishable as such as provided in this § 28-3-227 Code of 
Alabama 1975. 

(c) (1) All malt or brewed beverages when possessed in this 
state by a person other than its manufacturer or importer licensee 
without having required identification affixed in the manner 
required by the board, shall be subject to confiscation in the manner 
provided for contraband goods as set out in this Title 28, Article 8 
Code of Alabama 1975. 

(2) A licensed wholesaler may possess malt or brewed 
beverages in this state without Alabama identification affixed by 
the manufacturer or importer licensee which malt or brewed 
beverages (i) due to error of the manufacturer or importer was 
misdirected or missent to Alabama or (ii) due to temporary 
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inability of manufacturer or importer to affix identification 
because of equipment problems or malfunction, lack of supply of 
approved identification or other problem made known to the board 
in advance of shipment into this state; provided the licensed 
wholesaler receiving malt or brewed beverages without Alabama 
identification affixed by the manufacturer or importer shall 
inform the board immediately upon the wholesaler’s discovery of 
the absence of Alabama identification affixed by the manufacturer 
or importer and the board or its designated agent shall sell to such 
licensed wholesaler a sufficient quantity of identification to affix to 
the malt or brewed beverages transported into the state under such 
circumstances. 

SECTION 5. The words and phrases used in this Act shall 
have the meanings ascribed to them in Title 28, § 28-3-1, Code of 
Alabama 1975. 

SECTION 6. Repealer Provision.-- 

(a) Specific Repealer.-This Act supersedes Title 28, Article 
5, Chapter 3, Code of Alabama 1975, being § § 28-3-180, 28-3-181 
and 28-3-182, which said Article 5 and said sections contained 
therein are hereby repealed; Title 28, Article 7, Chapter 3, Code of 
Alabama 1975, relating to tax and identification stamps, crowns or 
lids, being § § 28-3-220,28-3-221,28-3-222,28-3-223,28-3-224,28-3- 
225,28-3-226, 28-3-227, 28-3-228 and 28-3-229, which said Article 7 
and said sections contained therein are hereby repealed insofar as 
they relate to malt or brewed beverages, except with respect to the 
penalties set forth in § § 28-3-227 and 28-3-228; provided, however, 
nothing herein shall be construed to relieve any person from any tax 
liability, penalty or forfeiture incurred prior to the effective date of 
this Act under said Articles 5 and 7 and the sections therein 
contained, nor contrued to repeal any provision of law respecting 
the enforcement of any such tax liability, penalty or forfeiture. 

(b) General Repealer.-All laws or parts of law which conflict 
or are inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 7. Severability Clause.-The provisions of this Act 
are severable. If any part of the act is declared invalid or 
unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 

SECTION 8. This act shall become effective on October 1, 
1980, following its passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To amend the Code of Alabama 1975, § 9-11-53, subsection (a) so as to increase 
the cost of resident fishing licenses, and restricting the hook and line license to the 
county in which the licensee resides. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The Code of Alabama 1975, § 9-11-53, subsection 
(a) is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“(a) Any person who has been a bona fide resident of th is state 
for a period of not less than 90 days next preceding and who is 
between the ages of 16 and 65 shall not take, catch, kill or attempt to 
take, catch or kill any fish in any of the waters of this state in which 
freshwater fish appear by angling with rod and reel or by use of any 
artificial bait, fly or lure without first procuring an annual state 
fishing license and paying therefor the sum of $6.00. No resident of 
this state between the ages of 16 and 65 shall take, catch, kill or 
attempt to take, catch or kill any fish in any waters of his or her 
county of residence, in which freshwater fish appear by angling 
with a hook and line, without first procuring an annual county 
fishing license and paying therefor the sum of $1.00. Any resident 
angling with hook and line in such waters of this state outside his or 
her county of residence must procure the annual state fishing 
license. Any resident who procures a rod and reel license, however, 
shall be entitled to fish with a hook and line without the necessity of 
procuring an additional license. These licenses shall be issued in the 
manner and under the conditions, limitations and exemptions as 
expressly provided for in this section.” 

Ten (10) percent of the revenue generated by the licenses 
provided for herein shall be earmarked for use by the Marine 
Resources Division of the Department of Conservation and Natural 
Resources for the purpose of research, management and 
development of Sports Fisheries. 

Section 2. All monies received under the provisions of this 
Act for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1980, are hereby 
allotted, appropriated and released to the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources, Division of Game and Fish, 
and may be used by the Commissioner of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources for all purposes reasonably 
necessary in the administration of the Game and Fish program; and 
thereafter such monies shall be appropriated from time to time by 
the legislature through the general appropriation bill. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the 
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provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This Act shall become effective on October 1,1979, 
upon approval by the Governor or upon otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 9-11-44, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to annual residence 
hunting licenses, so as to increase the fee for such licenses. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 9-11-44, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 9-11-44. Any person who has reached his sixteenth 
birthday and who has not yet reached his sixty-fifth birthday and 
who has resided in Alabama continuously for a period of not less 
than 90 days next preceding, spid who is not serving as a member of 
the armed forces of the United States of America during any period 
of time in which the United States of America is in a state of war, as 
declared by an act of congress, must procure an annual state 
hunting license for himself before such person is entitled to hunt in 
this state by filing his application with the person in any county of 
the state duly authorized to issue said license, stating his name, age, 
place of residence, post office address, and after paying to the 
person issuing same a license fee of $10.00. Any such person may 
procure a county hunting license for himself by filing his 
application with the person in the county in which he permanently 
resides, duly authorized to issue said license, stating as provided 
above, and after paying to the person issuing same a license fee of 
$5.00. 

“The licenses required by this section shall not apply to any 
person or member of his immediate family who hunts on lands 
owned by him, nor shall it include any tenant or member of his 
immediate family who hunts on lands leased or rented by such 
tenant and who resides on such lands. 

“All persons under the age of 16 years shall be exempted from 
the requirement of procuring such licenses. Any citizen of this state 
over 65 years of age shall be exempted from the requirement of 
procuring a hunting license as provided for herein upon paymentof 
an issuing fee not to exceed $1.00 to any judge of probate or

license commissioner and, upon satisfactory proof to such judge of 
probate or license commissioner that he has attained the age of 65 
years, an exempted hunting license will thereupon be issued tosuch 
person. Such exempted license issued to any citizen of this state who 
has attained the age of 65 years shall be issued upon a lifetime basis 
and without further requirements of annual renewal. In the event 
such license is lost, such citizen may acquire a similar license bv 
paying to any judge of probate or license commissioner an issuing 
fee not to exceed $1.00 and upon again presenting satisfactory proof 
that he has attained the age of 65 years.

relieve and hold harmless the Departmentof Public Safety from any liability arising 

from disclosure of criminal history records provided under the provisions of this Act. 
Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1 . Any person, firm, or corporation which operates, 
constructs, or maintains a nuclear powered electric generating 
facility within the state licensed by the U. S. Nuclear Regulatory 
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Commission, except an agency of the U. S. government, shall 
conduct an inquiry into the criminal history record of any person 
employed or who has made application for employment at such 
facility. 

The criminal history record inquiry shall be used to establish 
the suitability of such person to work within or have access to any 
vital area of such facility. “Vital Areas” shall be defined by the U. S. 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission or any other federal agency 
having authority to license or regulate nuclear powered electric 
generating facilities. 

Section 2. Any person, firm, or corporation referred to in 
Section 1 shall submit to the Alabama Department of Public Safety 
two sets of classifiable fingerprints of each person for whom a 
criminal history record inquiry is required. Fingerprints shall be 
submitted upon cards of such type as the Department may require. 

The Department shall search its criminal history files or the 
criminal history files of any other state agency to which it has access 
and return the results of its records search to the submitting 
employer. The director shall set and collect a reasonable fee for 
such service. Said fee shall be paid into the Department of Public 
Safety operating fund. 

Section 3. The Department of Public Safety shall submitone 
set of the classifiable fingerprint cards of such employee to the 
Identification Division of the Federal Bureau of Investigation with 
a request that the Bureau search its criminal history files to 
ascertain if such employee has a criminal history and furnish any 
identifiable information on such employee to the Department. 

Section 4. The Department of Public Safety or its employees 
shall not be liable for any action taken against any person by such 
employers as a result of receiving or using such criminal history 
records obtained from the Department. 

Section 5. Any person employed by a nuclear powered 
electric generating facility which requires clearance or 
background investigation equivalent to the requirements set forth 
herein shall be exempt from the provisions of this Act. 

Section 6. All costs of implementing this Act are to be borne 
by any person, firm or corporation which operates, constructs or 
maintains a nuclear powered electric generating facility within the 
state licensed by the U. S. Nuclear Regulatory Commission on 
whose behalf these inquiries are made. 

Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any

Section 3. Definitions.-For the purpose of this act: 

(1) “Local agency” means any county existing or hereafter 
created pursuant to the laws of this state. 

(2) “Indigent” means any person who has resided 
continuously in this state for not less than one year and who is 
acutely ill or injured and can be helped markedly by treatment in a 
hospital, but who is unable to pay the cost of such hospitalization 
from his own resources or from the resources of those upon whom he 
is legally dependent. 

(3) “Department” means the Department of Pensions and 
Security. 

(4) “Hospital” means any state, county, municipal or other 
public or private hospital licensed under the laws of this state, 
except a hospital, whether public or private, which is operated 
primarily for the care and treatment of tuberculosis, mental 
disorders or any other such chronic disease or illness. 

(5) “Regional referral hospital” means any hospital that 
provides services to patients who reside in counties other than the 
county in which the hospital is located. 

Section 4. Financial responsibility for out of county indigent 
patients treated at a regional referral hospital.-Ultimate financial 
responsibility for treatment received at a regional referral hospital 
by a certified indigent patient, who is a resident of the State of 
Alabama but is not a resident of the county in which the regional 
referral hospital is located, shall be the obligation of the county of 
which the certified indigent patient is a resident. A county s 
financial responsibility for each of its resident certified indigent 
patients receiving treatment at a regional referral hospital shall be 
limited to payment for thirty (30) days of services per annum, at the 
per diem reimbursement rate currently in effect for the regional 
referral hospital under the medical assistance program for the 
needy under Title XIX of the Social Security Act, as amended. 
However, no county shall be required to pay for services at a 
regional referral hospital when such services are available at a 
local hospital in the county where the indigent resides, except that 
the county where the indigent resides shall be in all instances liable 
for the cost of treatment provided to said certified indigent at a 
regional referral hospital for any emergency medical condition 
which will deteriorate from failure to provide such treatment and 
when such condition is determined by the attending physician to be 
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of an emergency nature. 

Section 5. Certification of indigency for the purpose of this 
act, rules.--Not later than October 1, 1979, the Department of 
Pensions and Security shall adopt rules which provide a statewide 
eligibility standard to certify residents of each county as indigent 
for the purposes of this act. These rules shall further provide that 
certification as indigent for the purposes of this act may occur 
either prior to a person’s admission to a regional referral hospital or 
subsequent to such admission, but in any event if a determination of 
whether a patient meets or does not meet eligibility standards for 
certification as indigent for the purpose of this act is not made 
within 30 days following notification to the county of residence of 
the patient’s admission to a regional referral hospital, the patient 
shall be considered to have been a certified indigent patient upon 
admission. A patient certified as indigent for the purpose of this act 
subsequent to his or her admission to a regional referral hospital 
shall be considered to have been certified upon admission. Such 
certification shall be made by a person designated by the board of 
county commissioners, or in the absence of such a designated 
person, by the county health officer. Furthermore, any county may 
establish standards of eligibility which are less restrictive than the 
standards adopted by the department under this section and no 
county may establish standards which are more restrictive than the 
standards adopted by the department under this section. 

Section 6. Obligation of the regional referral hospital.--As a 
condition of accepting the procedures of this act, each regional 
referral hospital in Alabama shall be obligated to admit for 
treatment all Alabama residents who meet the eligibility standards 
established pursuant to section 5 and who meet the medical 
standards for admission to such institutions. 

Section 7. Procedure for settlement of disputes.-AlI disputes 
between a county and a regional referral hospital shall be resolved 
by action in the circuit court of the county in which the regional 
referral hospital is located. 

Section 8. No patient shall be treated or admitted to, except 
m the case of an emergency, to a regional referral hospital as an 
indigent unless and until the board of county commissioners of the 
county providing certification notifies the hospital that the patient 
is certified as an indigent and that he is approved by the board for 
treatment or admission. 

Section 9. This act shall take effect October 1, 1979 upon its

To provide additional revenue in Barbour County; levying in that part of 
Barbour County outside the corporate limits of the city of Eufaula special county 
privilege license and excise taxes paralleling, at lower rates, state sales and use taxes 
as provided for in Chapter 23 of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975; providing for 
the ascertainment, collection, payment, distribution and use of the proceeds of such 
license tax, and for the enforcement of the act by the state department of revenue; 
and prescribing penalties and fixing punishment for violations of the act; and to 
provide a referendum election. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby levied in that part of Barbour 
County outside the corporate limits of the city of Eufaula in 
addition to all other taxes now imposed by law special county 
privilege license and excise taxes paralleling state sales and use 
taxes. Said tax shall be levied in the manner and at the rates 
hereafter prescribed: 

(1) Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or 
continuing within that part of Barbour County outside the police 
jurisdictions of the city of Eufaula in the business of selling at retail 
any tangible personal property whatsoever, including merchandise 
and commodities of every kind and character (not including, 
however, bonds or other evidence of debt or stocks, nor sale or sales 
of material and supplies to any person for use in fulfilling a contract 
for the painting, repair, or reconditioning of vessels, barges, ships 
and other watercraft of over fifty tons burden), an amount equal to 
two percent of the gross proceeds of sales of the business except 
where a different amount is expressly provided herein. Provided, 
however, that any person engaging or continuing a business as a 
retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall pay the tax required on the 
gross proceeds of retail sales of such businesses at the rates 
specified, when his books are kept so as to show separately the gross 
proceeds of sales of each business, and when his books are not so 
kept he shall pay the tax as retailer, on the gross sales of the 
business. 
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(2) Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or 
continuing within that part of Barbour County outside the police 
jurisdictions of the city of Eufaula in the business of conducting or 
operating places of amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool 
rooms, bowling alleys, amusement devices, theatres, opera houses, 
moving picture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic 
contests, including wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and 
wrestling exhibitions, football and baseball games (including 
athletic contests conducted by or under the auspices of any 
educational institution within such part of Barbour County, or any 
athletic association thereof, or other association whether such 
institution or association be denominational, a state, county, or a 
municipal institution or association or a state, a county or a city 
school, or other institution, association, or school), skating rinks, 
race tracks, golf courses or any other place at which any exhibition! 
display, amusement, or entertainment is offered to the public or 
place or places where an admission fee is charged, including public 
bathing places, public dance halls of every kind and description, 
conducted or carried on within such part of Barbour County, an 
amount equal to two percent of the gross receipts of any such 
business. 

(3) Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or 
continuing within that part of Barbour County outside the police 
jurisdictions of the city of Eufaula in the business of sellingat retail 
machines or machinery used in mining, quarrying, compounding, 
processing and manufacturing of tangible personal property an 
amount equal to three-fourths of one percent of the gross proceeds 
of the sale of such machines; provided, that the term “machines,” as 
herein used, shall include machinery which is used for mining, 
quarrying, compounding, processing or manufacturing tangible 
personal property, and the parts of such machines, attachments 
and replacements therefor, which are made or manufactured for 
use on or in the operation of such machines and which are necessary 
to the operation of such machines and are customarily so used. 

(4) Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or 
continuing within that part of Barbour County outside the police 
jurisdictions of the city of Eufaula in the business of sellingat retail 
any automotive vehicle or truck trailer, semi-trailer, or house 
trailer an amount equal to three-fourths of one percent of the gross 
proceeds of the sale of said automotive vehicle or truck trailer, semi¬ 
trailer or house trailer, provided, however, where a person subject 
to the tax provided for in this subsection withdraws from his stock 
in trade any automotive vehicle or truck trailer, semi-trailer or 
house trailer for use by him or by his employee or agent in the 
operation of such business, there shall be paid, in lieu of the tax 
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levied herein a fee of two dollars and fifty cents per year or part 
thereof during which such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semi¬ 
trailer or house trailer shall remain the property of such person. 
Each such year or part thereof shall begin with the day or 
anniversary date, as the case may be of such withdrawal, and shall 
run for the twelve succeeding months or part thereof during which 
such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semi-trailer or house trailer 
shall remain the property of such person. 

Where any used automotive vehicle or truck trailer, semi¬ 
trailer or house trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, as a 
credit or part payment on the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax 
levied herein shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the price of 
the new or used vehicle sold less a credit for the used vehicle taken 
in trade. 

(5) An excise tax is hereby imposed on - 

a. The storage, use, or other consumption in that part of 
Barbour County outside the police jurisdictions of the city of 
Eufaula of tangible personal property (not including, however, 
materials and supplies bought for use in fulfilling a contract for the 
painting, repairing or reconditioning of vessels, barges, ships and 
other watercraft of more than fifty tons burden) purchased at 
retail, for storage, use or other consumption in such part of Barbour 
County, at the rate of two percent of the sale price of such property, 
except as provided in subsections (b) and (c). 

b. The storage, use, or other consumption in that part of 
Barbour County outside the police jurisdictions of the city of 
Eufaula of any machines used in mining, quarrying, compounding, 
processing and manufacturing of tangible personal property 
purchased at retail at the rate of three-fourths of one percent of the 
sales price of such machine; provided, that the term “machine” as 
herein used, shall include machinery which is used for mining, 
quarrying, compounding, processing, or manufacturing tangible 
personal property, and the parts of such machines, attachments 
and replacements therefor, which are made or manufactured for 
use on or in the operation of such machines and which are necessary 
to the operation of such machines and are customarily so used. 

c. The storage, use, or other consumption in that part of

fourths of one percent of the sales price of such automotive vehicle, 
truck trailer, semi-trailer or house trailer.

Section 2. There are exempted from the levy of such taxes the 
gross recdpts of any business and the gross proceeds of all sales 
which are exempted under the state sales tax statutes from the 
computation of the amount of the state sales tax. And there is also 
exempted from the levy the storage, use, or other consumption of 
property, the storage, use, or other consumption of which is 
exempted under the state use tax statutes from the state use tax

1 he term state use tax statutes” means Chapter 23 of Title 40 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, including all statutes enacted which 
expressly set forth any exemptions from the computation of the tax 
levied in said Chapter and all other statutes which expressly apply 
to, or purport to affect, the administration of the said Chapter and 
the incidence and collection of the tax imposed therein. 

Section 3. The sales tax levied in Section 1 shall be due and 
payable in monthly installments on or before the 20th day of the 
month next succeeding the month in which the tax accrued; the use 
tax levied pursuant to Section 1 shall be due and payable quarterly 
on or before the 20th day of the month next succeeding each 
quarterly period during which the storage, use, or other 
consumption, of the tangible personal property became taxable, 
each such quarterly period to end on the last day of each of the 
months of March, June, September, and December. All taxes levied 
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pursuant to this act shall be paid to and collected by the state 
department of revenue at the same time and along with the 
collection of the state sales tax and the state use tax. On or prior to 
the due dates of the taxes levied each person subject to such taxes 
shall file with the state department of revenue a report or return in 
such form as may be prescribed by the department, setting forth 
with respect to all sales and business that are required to be used as

To provide two investigators for the District Attorney of the Twenty-third 
Judicial Circuit and to prescribe compensation and provide authority and power. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The District Attorney for the Twenty-third 
Judicial Circuit is hereby authorized to appoint two investigators 
for such office (one of whom shall be the Trial Coordinator). 

Section 2. Compensation of said investigator shall be a 
minimum of Ten thousand five hundred and no/100 dollars 
($10,500.00) and a maximum of Sixteen thousand five hundred and 
no/100 dollars ($16,500.00), which shall be paid from the General 
Fund of Madison County, Alabama, in equal biweekly installments 
as other county employees are paid. The annual compensation paid 
the investigator shall be subject to cost-of-living adjustments as 
authorized for other employees of Madison County, Alabama. 

Section 3. The Personnel Board of Madison County shall 
establish the salary level for each investigator provided herein, 
provided, however, that no investigator who is currently employed 
shall have his salary reduced. 

Section 4. The investigators for the Twenty-third Judicial 
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Circuit shall have the same authority and powers vested in deputy 
sheriffs and all other peace officers of the State of Alabama. He 
shall be responsible to the District Attorney for the Twenty-third 
Judicial Circuit and shall perform all duties assigned to him by the 
District Attorney.

Relating to Talladega County; to promote temperance by regulating the sale of 
alcoholic beverages; to authorize the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board to 
permit the handling and sale of table wine, containing not more than 14% alcohol by 
volume, by its licensees; to define terms, including wine, table wine, fortified wine or 
vinous liquor, manufacturer, wine wholesaler and wine retailer; to provide for the 
licensing of wine manufacturers, wine wholesalers and wine retailers by the 
Alabama alcoholic beverage control board; to impose state filing fees thereon and to 
levy state license fees on wine wholesalers and retailers; to authorize the levy ot 
county and municipal license fees thereon; to impose an exclusive tax on or measured 
by the sale of table wine in Talladega County and to provide for the collection, 
administration and distribution thereof; to prescribe violations and offenses, and to 
provide for the imposition of fines and the suspension or revocation of licenses. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

SECTION 1. This Act shall apply only to Talladega County. 

SECTION 2. Legislative Intent.--The public interest lying in 
the promotion of temperance by and through the proper regulation 
of alcoholic beverages, through the instrumentality of the Alabama 
alcoholic beverage control board and otherwise, it is the intent of 
the legislature and declared to be the purpose and intent of this A.ct 
to promote temperance and to further regulate the sale of alcoholic 
beverages in the state by distinguishing between fortified wine or 
vinous liquor having more than fourteen percent (14%) alcohol by 
volume and table wine having not more than fourteen percent (14%) 
alcohol by volume, which is hereby declared to be non-liquor and 
not vinous or spirituous liquor, and specifically to authorize and 
regulate the sale and handling of table wine in Talladega County by 
wine manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers licensed by the 
board. 

SECTION 3. Definitions.--The following words or phrases, 
unless the context clearly indicates otherwise, shall have the 
meaning ascribed to them in this section. 

(a) BOARD. The Alabama alcoholic beverage control board. 

(b) WINE. All beverages made from the fermentation of 
fresh fruits, berries or grapes, with or without added spirits and 
produced in accordance with the laws and regulations of the United 
States, containing not more than twenty-four percent alcohol by 
volume, including all sparkling wines, carbonated wines, special 
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natural wines, rectified wines, vermouths and like products, and 
including restored or unrestored pure condensed juice. 

(c) TABLE WINE. Any wine containing not more than 
fourteen percent alcohol by volume. Table wine is not vinous or 
spirituous liquor. 

(d) FORTIFIED WINE or VINOUS LIQUOR. Any wine 
containing more than fourteen percent alcohol but not more than 
twenty-four percent alcohol by volume. 

(e) MANUFACTURER. Any person, association or 
corporation engaged in the producing, bottling, manufacturing, 
distilling, rectifying or compounding of wine. 

(f) WINE WHOLESALER. Any person licensed by the 
board to engage in the sale and distribution of table wine within 
County at wholesale only to be sold for export or to wine retailers 
and to licensees and others within this state lawfully authorized to 
sell wine. 

(g) WINE RETAILER. Any person licensed by the board to 
engage in the retail sale of table wine to be consumed off the 
premises, and who does not possess a state liquor license. 

(h) MUNICIPALITY. Any incorporated city or town in 
County. 

(i) COUNTY. Talladege County. 

(j) PERSON. Every natural person, association or 
corporation. Whenever used in a clause prescribing or imposing a 
fine or imprisonment, or both, the term “person” as applied to 

association shall mean the partners or members thereof, as 
appbed to corporation” shall mean the officers thereof, and as 
apphed to incorporated clubs shall mean such individual or 
individuals who, under the bylaws of such clubs, shall have 
jurisdiction over the possession and sale of table wine therein. 

SECTION 4. Table wine may be sold in County, as follows: 

(a) A licensed wine manufacturer may sell table wine to any 
wine wholesaler licensed to sell wine in County or to the board; 

. , , (b) . A licensed wine wholesaler may sell, at wholesale only, 
table wine that has been purchased from a licensed manufacturer 
to a licensed wine retailer or to a licensee of the board or other 
person lawfully authorized to sell wine in County, or for export; 

(c) A licensed wine retailer may sell table wine at retail in 
County for off-premises consumption only; provided, however, a 
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licensee of the board authorized to sell at retail alcoholic beverages 
for on-premises consumption in County may sell table wine at retail 
for consumption on-premises and off-premises. 

SECTION 5. Licenses.-The board shall have full and final 
authority, without the approval of the county or municipal 
governing body, to issue and renew licenses of wine retailers, 
wholesalers and manufacturers to sell and handle table wine in 
County. Licenses issued under this Act to wine retailers, 
wholesalers or manufacturers shall, unless revoked in the manner 
provided in this Act, be valid for the license year which shall begin 
on the 1st day of October of each year. 

SECTION 6. Application.--Every applicant for a wine 
retailer’s or wholesaler’s license shall file a written application with 
the board in such form as the board may prescribe, which shall be 
accompanied by a filing fee of $10 and by the appropriate license fee 
as prescribed in this Act, together with the amount or amounts of 
the prescribed license fee or fees, if any, levied by County, and, in 
the case of a wholesaler, accompanied by the bond required by 
Section 9 of this Act. 

SECTION 7. Issuance.-Upon receipt of the application, the 
proper fees, the bond, if required, and upon being satisfied of the 
truth of the statements in the application and satisfied that the 
applicant is a person of good repute, the board shall grant and issue 
to the applicant a wine retailer’s or wine wholesaler’s license 
entitling the applicant to sell or distribute table wine in County as 
set forth in Section 4 of this Act. 

SECTION 8. Wine Retailer’s License.-Upon applicant’s 
compliance with Section 6 hereof, the board shall issue a wine 
retailer’s license for any retail outlet kept or operated by a wine 
retailer in County for the retail sale of table wines for off-premises 
consumption. The annual license fee levied for a wine retailer s 
license shall be One Hundred Dollars. In addition thereto, County 
or any municipality therein in which the outlet is located may fix a 
reasonable privilege or license tax on any wine retailer located 
therein, conditioned on a permit or license being issued by the state; 
provided, however, said county or municipality shall levy no license 
or privilege tax, or other charge for the privilege of doing business 
as a wine retailer, which shall exceed the amount of one-half the 
state license fee levied under the provisions of this Section for like 
privilege. 

SECTION 9. Wine Wholesaler’s License.--Upon applicant’s 
compliance with Section 6 of this Act, the board shall issue to 
applicant a wine wholesaler’s license which will authorize the 
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licensee to import and receive shipments of table wine from outside 
the state from licensed wine manufacturers, to purchase table wine 
from licensed wine manufacturers within the state, and to sell table 
wme to licensed wine retailers and all licensees or others within this 
state lawfully authorized to sell wine in County, and to export table 
wine frorn the state.

License Renewal.--The wine retailer’s, wine 
wholesaler’s and wine manufacturer’s license herein provided for 
shall be required to be renewed annually and shall be reissued upon 
payment to the board of the appropriate filing and license fee or fees 
unless the board has good cause for not reissuing the license. 


SECTION 12. Payment, Collection and Administration.--

filing fees paid to the board shall be paid into the state treasury to 
the credit of the beer and wine tax and license fund of the board. All 
state license fees paid to the board shall be retained by the board as 
part of its net profits from operations and shall be distributed by the 
board.

(a) selling wine other than during legal hours of sale; or 

(b) selling wine to a minor. 

The board upon sufficient cause being shown or proof being 
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made that any licensee holding a license issued by the board, or 
any partners, members, officers or directors of the licensee has or 
have violated any of the provisions of this Act relating to the sale 
and handling of table wine and any of the laws of this state relating 
to the manufacture, sale, possession or transportation of malt or 
brewed beverages, alcohol or other alcoholic beverages, other than 
table wine, may upon due notice and proper hearing being given to 
the person so licensed, suspend or revoke the license issued by the 
board under the provisions of this Act. In all cases where the board 
shall suspend or revoke a license, it sha.ll set forth its findings of 
fact, the evidence from which such findings of fact are made, and 
the reasons upon which its action is based. Any licensee whose 
license is revoked by the board shall be ineligible to have a license 
under this Act, until the expiration of one year from the date such 
license was revoked. 

SECTION 15. Tax on Table Wine.-A. There is hereby levied 
in lieu of the taxes imposed by Sections 28-3-200,28-3-201,28-3-202 
and 28-3-203, Code of Alabama 1975, and all other taxes imposed on 
or measured by the sale of table wines, a tax on table wines sold in 
County at the rate of 35% on the wholesale prices of the wine 
wholesaler, which shall be measured by and graduated in 
accordance with the volume of sales of the wine wholesaler and 
which shall be computed and collected as follows: The wine 
wholesaler shall add to his invoice price to the wine retailer or to 
others lawfully authorized to sell table wine in this state the 35% tax 
as provided by this Act and shall collect said tax from the wine 
retailer or other lawful purchasers who in turn shall pass the tax.on 
to the purchaser, it being the purpose and intent of this provision 
that the tax levied is in fact a levy on the consumer. It shall be 
unlawful for any wine wholesaler who is required to pay the tax in 
the first instance to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and collect 
from the wine retailer or other lawful purchaser the required 
amount of tax. 

The tax on table wine shall be collected by a monthly return 
which shall be filed by the wine wholesaler, on a form prescribed by 
the Board showing sales for the preceding month and the tax due 
thereon. The taxes due shall be remitted to the Board along with the 
return. Such taxes paid to the board shall be considered as part of 
its net profits from operation and shall be distributed by the Board. 
The wine wholesaler or distributor who pays the tax in the first 
instance is acting as an agent of the state for the collection and 
payment of the tax. 

The Board shall have the authority to examine the books and 
records of any wine wholesaler or retailer to determine the 
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accuracy of any return required to be filed with the Board. 

B. In addition to the tax on table wine levied by subsection A 
ol this Section 15, there is hereby levied upon all table wine sold by 
licensees at retail in County an excise tax on the behalf and for the 
benefit of County, measured by and graduated in accordance with 
the volume of sales by the licensee at retail at the rate of twenty-five 
cents (25<F) per fluid gallon or six and six-tenths cents (6.6<P) per liter 
according to the standard of measure used in bottling, on the basis 
of the ratio of the size or measure of the container sold to one fluid 
gallon or one liter rounded to the nearest higher one cent (1 f) which 
excise tax shall be added to the sales price of all table wine sold 
within County and shall be collected from the consumer by the 
retail licensee and paid to the county governing body. It shall be 
unlawful for the retail licensee who is required to collect this tax 
trom the consumer to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and 
collect from the purchaser the required amount of tax, it being the 
intent and purpose of this provision that the tax is in fact a levy on 
the consumer. 

The proceeds of the tax herein levied and collected by County 
shall be paid into a separate fund in the county treasury for the use 
of the county sheriffs department. 

The Probate Judge of County shall have the power to adopt 
rules and regulations for the collection of such tax. 

C. Provided, however, the foregoing taxes levied by this 
section shall not be imposed upon the sale, trade, or barter of table 
wines by one licensed wine wholesaler to another wine wholesaler 
licensed to sell and handle table wine in this state, which 
transaction is hereby made exempt from said tax; provided, 
further, that the Board may require written reporting of any such 
transaction in such form as the Board may prescribe. 

Provided, further, the taxes herein levied are exclusive and 
shall be in lieu of all other and additional taxes, state, county or 
municipality, imposed on or measured by the sale of table wine;

SECTION 16. Regulations of Board; evidence.--The Board 
■nay from time to time make such regulations not inconsistent with 
this Act and the purpose and intention thereof as it shall deem 
necessary for carrying out the provisions of this Act, and from time 
to time alter, repeal or amend such regulations, or any of them. 
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Prima facie evidence of any such regulation may be given in all 
courts and proceedings by the production of what purports to be an 
official printed copy of such regulation, alteration, repeal or 
amendment. 

SECTION 17. Sales by Manufacturers.-No manufacturer 
shall sell any table wine direct to any retailer or for consumption on 
the premises where sold, nor sell or deliver any such table wine in 
other than original containers, nor shall any manufacturer 
maintain or operate within this state any place or places, other than 
the place or places covered by his or its license where table wine is 
sold or where orders therefor are taken. 

SECTION 18. Sales by Wholesalers.--No wine wholesaler 
shall purchase, receive or resell any table wine except in the 
original container as prepared for the market by the manufacturer. 

SECTION 19. Sales by Retailers.-No wine retailer shall 
purchase or receive any table wine except from the board or from 
wine wholesalers duly licensed under this Act. All table wines must 
be received by the wine retailers in original containers as prepared 
for the market by the manufacturer. Off-premises wine retailers 
may sell or dispense at retail to be consumed off the premises only. 
On-premises retail licensees may break the bulk upon the licensed 
premises and sell or dispense at retail for consumption upon the 
premises, and may sell or dispense at retail in original containers to 
be consumed on or off the premises. 

SECTION 20. Unlawful Acts and Offer.ses.~It shall be 
unlawful: 

A. (1) For any wine manufacturer or wine wholesaler, or 
the servants, agents or employees of the same, to sell, trade or 
barter in table wine between the hours of nine o’clock P.M. of any 
Saturday and six o’clock A.M. of the following Monday. 

(2) For any licensee to sell, furnish or give away table wine to 
any person visibly intoxicated or to any insane person or any minor, 
or to habitual drunkards, or persons of known intemperate habits. 

(3) For any retail licensee to sell, serve, furnish or give away 
or knowlingly permit any person to sell, serve, furnish or give away 
on the retail premises, any table wine to any person in any public 
place after 2 o’clock A.M. on Sundays. 

(4) For any licensee to fail to keep for a period of at least three 
years, complete and truthful records covering the operation of his 
license and particularly showing the date of all purchases of table 
wine, the actual price paid therefor and the name of the vendor, or 
to refuse the board or any authorized employee of the board access 
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thereto or the opportunity to make copies of the same when the 
request is made during business hours. 

(5) For any licensee to refuse the board or any of its 
authorized employees the right to completely inspect the entire 
licensed premises at any time during which the premises are open 
for the transaction of business. 

(6) For any licensee to be directly or indirectly employed by 
any other licensee engaged in the manufacture, storage, 
transportation or sale of table wine. 

(7) For any licensee to knowlingly sell any table wine to any 
person engaged in the business of illegally selling liquor, wine or 
malt or brewed beverages. 

(8) For any person to manufacture, transport or import any 
table wine into County, except in accordance with the reasonable 
rules and regulations of the board or in accordance with provisions 
of other presently existing law. Provided, however, that this 
provision shall not be construed to prohibit the transportation of 
table wines through the state or any dry county and not for delivery 
therein if such transportation is done in accordance with the 
reasonable rules and regulations of the board. 

(9) For any person, firm, corporation, partnership or 
association who has not been licensed so to do under the appropriate 
provisions of this Act, to sell, offer for sale or have in possession for 
sale, any table wine. Any table wine so possessed, maintained or 
kept shall be contraband and subject to condemnation and 
confiscation as contraband alcohol as provided by law. 

(10) For any person licensed to sell table wine to offer or give 
anything of value as a premium for the return of caps, stoppers, 
corks, stamps or labels taken from any bottle, case, barrel or 
package containing such table wine, or to offer to give anything of 
value as a premium or present to induce the purchase of such table 
wine or for any other .purpose, whatsoever , in connection with the 
sale of such table wine. Provided, however, this provision shall not 
apply to the return of any moneys, specifically deposited for the 
return-of the original containers to the owners thereof. 

(11) For any licensee or transporter for hire to transport any 
table wine except in the original container, and for any transporter 
to transport any table wine in Alabama, unless such transporter 
shall hold a permit issued by the board. 

(12) For any manufacturer or wholesaler to deliver any table 
wine excepting in vehicles bearing the name and address and 
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permit number of such manufacturer or wholesaler painted or 
affixed on each side of such vehicle in letters no smaller than four 
inches in height. 

Any violation of any of the subsections or provisions of this 
section shall be a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not less than 
fifty dollars and not more than five hundred dollars, to which, at the 
discretion of the court or judge trying the case, may be added 
imprisonment in the county jail or at hard labor for the county for 
not more than six months for the first conviction; and on the second 
conviction of a violation of this subsection, the offense shall, in 
addition to a fine within the limits above named, be punishable by 
imprisonment or at hard labor for the county for not less than three 
months nor more than six months to be imposed by the court or 
judge trying the case; and, on the third and every subsequent 
conviction of a violation of this subsection, the offense shall, in 
addition to a fine within the limits above named, be punishable by 
imprisonment or at hard labor for the county for not less than six 
months nor more than twelve months. 

SECTION 21. Interlocking businesses and interest 
prohibited.--No manufacturer and no officer or director of any 
manufacturer shall, at the same time, be a wine wholesaler or 
retailer, or an officer, director or stockholder or creditor of any 
wine wholesaler or retailer, nor except as hereinafter provided, be 
the owner, proprietor or lessor of any place covered directly or 
indirectly by any wine wholesaler’s license or wine retailer’s license 
or other retail license authorizing the sale of wine in this state. 

No wine wholesaler and no officer or director of any wine 
wholesaler shall at the same time be a manufacturer or wine 
retailer, or be an officer, director, stockholder or creditor of a 
manufacturer or wine retailer, or be the owner, proprietor or lessor 
of any place covered by any retail table wine license. 

No licensee licensed under this Act, shall directly or indirectly 
own any stock of, or have any financial interest in, any other class of 
business licensed under this Act. 

Excepting as hereinafter provided, no wine manufacturer or 
wholesaler shall in any wise be interested, either direytly or 
indirectly in the ownership or leasehold of any property, or in any 
mortgage against the same, for which a liquor or wine retailer’s 
license is granted; nor shall a wine manufacturer or wholesaler 
either directly or indirectly, lend any moneys, credit or equivalent 
thereof to any retailer in equipping, fitting out or maintaining and 
conducting, either in whole in or part, an establishment or business 
operated under a wine retailer’s or liquor retail dispenser’s license, 
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excepting only the usual and customary credits allowed for 
returning packages or containers in which table wine was packed 
for market by the manufacturer. 

Excepting as hereinafter provided, no manufacturer shall in 
any wise be interested, directly or indirectly, in the ownership or 
leasehold of any property, or any mortgage lien against the same, 
for which a wine wholesaler’s license is granted, nor shall a 
manufacturer, either directly or indirectly, lend any moneys, credit 
or their equivalent to any wine wholesaler in equipping, fitting out, 
or maintaining and conducting, either in whole or in part, an 
establishment or business where table wines are licensed for sale by 
a wine wholesaler, excepting only the usual credits allowed for the 
return of packages or containers in which table wines were 
originally packed for the market by the manufacturer. 

No wine wholesaler or retailer shall in any wise, either directly 
or indirectly, receive any credit, loan, moneys or the equivalent 
thereof from any other licensee, or from or through a subsidiary or 
affiliate of another licensee or from any firm, association, or 
corporation, except banking institution in which another licensee 
or any officer, director or firm member of another licensee has a 
substantial interest or exercises a control of its business policy for 
equipping, fitting out, payment of license fee, maintaining and 
conducting, either in whole or in part, an establishment or business 
operated under a wine wholesaler’s or retailer’s license, excepting 
only the usual and customary credits allowed for the return of 
packages or containers in which table wines were packed for the 
market by the manufacturer. 

The purpose of this section is to require a separation of the 
financial and business interest between the various classes of 
business regulated by this Act, and no person or corporation shall 
by any device whatsoever, directly or indirectly, evade the 
provisions of this section. 

SECTION 22. Advertising.-No sign of any kind advertising 
table wine shall be displayed outside any retail place of business. 
Radio, television, newspapers, magazines, billboards and 
commercial vehicles used for transportation of table wine may be 
used to advertise table wine in accordance with rules and 
regulations issued by the board. No other advertising of table wine 
shall be permitted, except in accordance with rules and regulations 
issued by the board. 

SECTION 23. Severability.—The provisions of this Act are 
severable. If any part of the Act is declared invalid or 
unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the part which 
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remains. 

SECTION 24. Repealer.-All laws or parts of laws which 
conflict or are inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 25. Statutes inapplicable.-The taxes imposed by 
sections 28-3-200, 28-3-201, 28-3-202 and 28-3-203, Code of 
Alabama 1975, do not apply to the sale of table wine in County. 

SECTION 26. This Act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 40-12-252, Code of Alabama 1975, to allow extended 
registration and licensing period for fleet owners of rental utility trailers. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 40-12-252, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 40-12-252. For each trailer, other than house 
trailers, and each semitrailer operated on the public highways of 
this state, the following annual license taxes and registration fees 
are hereby imposed and shall be charged: 

“(1) For each privately owned utility trailer, which is not 
operated for hire, lease or rental, $3.00; 

“(2) For each utility trailer, rented or leased for compensaton 
of any kind or nature, $8.00; 

“(3) For each truck or tractor trailer or semitrailer, $20.00; 
and provided, that any trailer or semitrailer used by a farmer 
exclusively for transporting farm products to and from market or 
for transporting the personal property of a farmer for his own use 
on the farm shall not be subject to the license taxes and registration 
fees provided for in this section. Trailers of any kind or description 
for hauling passengers for hire are prohibited by law and shall not 
be licensed under this article. 

“House trailers, which are excluded from the foregoing 
provisions of this section, are subject, however, to the registration 
fee provided for in sections 40-12-255 through 40-12-257. 
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“(4) At the option of the owner, a fleet of fifty (50) or more 
rental utility trailers required to be licensed in paragraph (2) above 
may be registered for a period of 5 years, or any number of years to 
be designated by the Commissioner, provided the below 
requirements are met. 

“The application shall be made on forms prescribed by the 
Commissioner and shall contain such information as the 
Commissioner may require. Upon receipt of proper application and 
fees, there shall be issued for each trailer in the fleet a registration 
plate which shall be valid for the number of years specified. All 
plates issued to a fleet shall expire on the last day of the final month 
of the period for which issued. Should the fleet owner add trailers 
during the registration period, the registration of the additional 
trailers shall expire on the same day as the original fleet of trailers 
are to expire. 

“The fleet owner shall be required to pay all registration 
renewal fees due each year for all trailers registered in his fleet 
prior to the expiration date. If the renewal fees are not paid, all 
license plates and registrations in the fleet shall be cancelled.” 

Section 2 . This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

The committee 
shall study all facets of the medicaid program with particular 
emphasis on the increasing cost to the state of such program. The 
committee shall have subpoena powers and the power to punish for 
contempt. 

Upon the request of the chairman, the Secretary of the Senate 
and the Clerk of the House shall provide such clerical assistance as 
may be necessary for the committee’s work. The committee shall 
report its findings, conclusions and recommendations to the 
legislature not later than the fifth legislative day of the 1980 
Regular Session and each regular session thereafter. Each member 
of the committee shall be entitled to his regular legislative 
compensation, his per diem and travel expenses for each day he 
attends a meeting of the committee which shall be paid out of any 
funds appropriated to the use of the legislature, upon warrants 
drawn on the state comptroller upon requisitions signed by the 
committee’s chairman; provided, however, that members shall not 
receive additional legislative compensation or per diem when the 
legislature is in session but they shall receive their travel expenses 
for all meetings attended and any travel upon the business of the 
committee and the total expenses of the committee shall not exceed 
$ 7 , 000 .

registration certificates for such vehicles which are to be licensed outside Alabama- 
to authorize probate judges or other county officials authorized and required by law

registration certificates when a permanent license tag cannot be immediately issued 
or when other good cause exists; to provide for the period of validity of such 
temporary license tags and registration certificates; to provide for the fees to be 
collected, records to be maintained, and forms to be utilized in connection with 
issuance of temporary license tags and registration certificates; to empower the 
department of revenue with the authority to adopt rules and regulations prescribe 
forms and otherwise implement the provisions of the Act; and to impose criminal 
penalties for violation of the provisions of the Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. For purposes of this Act, the terms “Dealer”, 

Department , Designated Agent”, “Motor Vehicle”, and “Owner” 

shall have the meanings as defined in Section 32-8-2 Code of 
Alabama 1975. 


Section 2. Each designated agent shall, upon proper 
application, issue to the owner of a motor vehicle which is to be 
permanently licensed in some state other than Alabama a 
temporary license tag to be affixed to such motor vehicle and a 
temporary registration certificate. A dealer who has been 
appointed by the department to perform the duties of a designated 
agent shall have the authority to issue a temporary license tag and 
temporary registration certificate only for motor vehicles which 
are sold by that dealer. 


Section 3. A manufacturer of a mobile home, trailer coach, 
travel trailer or house trailer manufactured on a chassis or 
undercarriage as an integral part thereof drawn by a self-propelled 
vehicle who has a manufacturing constructing, or assembling 
plant in this state may make application to the department for 
authority to issue temporary license tags and temporary 
registration certificates in connection with such mobile homes, 
trailer coaches, travel trailers or house trailers manufactured by it 
m this state and which are to be permanently licensed in some state 
other than Alabama. A dealer in mobile homes, trailer coaches, 
travel trailers or house trailers may also make application to the 
department for authority to issue temporary license tags and 
temporary registration certificates in connection with such 
vehicles sold by it which are to be permanently licensed in some 
state other than the state of Alabama. If approved by the 
department, such manufacturer or dealer shall enter into a bond 
with a corporate surety authorized to do business in this state as 
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surety thereon, payable to the state of Alabama in a sum to be 
determined by the department, but in no event less than $5,000.00, 
conditioned on the faithful performance of its duties under this Act. 
In lieu of such bond, such manufacturer or dealer may file a 
condensed balance sheet as of a date not more than three months 
prior to July 1 each year in a form prescribed by the department 
and sworn to by such manufacturer or dealer, evidencing a net 
worth of not less than $25,000.00. Such manufacturer or dealer may 
perform its duties under this Act either personally or through any 
of its officers or employees. Temporary license tags issued by any 
such manufacturer or dealer or by designated agents in connection 
with mobile homes, trailer coaches, travel trailers and house 
trailers shall be of a color or design distinctive from the temporary 
license tags issued for other type motor vehicles. 

Section 4. Each judge of probate of this state or other county 
official in this state authorized and required by law to issue motor 
vehicle license tags shall have the authority, upon proper request, to 
issue a temporary license tag and a temporary registration 
certificate to the owner of a motor vehicle to be licensed in this state 
when, due to circumstances, a permanent license tag cannot 
immediately be issued or when, in the judgment of the probate 
judge or other county official authorized and required by law to 
issue motor vehicle license tags, just cause exists for the issuance of 
such temporary license tag and registration certificate. The 
temporary license tag provided for herein shall be of a color or 
design distinctive from the temporary license tags prescribed in 
the preceding two sections. 

Section 5. Each temporary license tag and temporary 
registration certificate issued hereunder shall be valid for twenty 
days from the date of issuance and shall be used only on the vehicle 
for which issued. No temporary license tag shall be renewed nor 
shall successive temporary license tags be issued in connection with 
the same motor vehicle. Provided, however, that a probate judge or 
other county official authorized and required by law to issue motor 
vehicle license tags issuing a temporary license tag under the 
provisions of the preceding section may issue a temporary license 
tag for a motor vehicle which has previously received a temporary 
license tag issued by some other designated agent, manufacturer or 
dealer and further may issue successive temporary license tags in 
connection with the same motor vehicle for periods not to exceed a 
total of sixty (60) days. 

Section 6. The fee for issuance of each temporary license tag 
shall be $2.25 which shall be collected by the designated agent or 
manufacturer or dealer qualifying under Section 3 hereof. From 
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each such fee collected, the designated agent, manufacturer or 
dealer shall remit $1.50 to the department for deposit to the Public 
Road and Bridge Fund of the State of Alabama and shall remit $.75 
to the county in which the temporary license tag is issued to be paid 
into the treasury of the county, provided, that in all counties where 
the probate judge is reimbursed on a fee basis instead of on a salary 
basis, then such $.75 shall be paid to the probate judge. 

Section 7. Every designated agent or manufacturer or dealer 
qualifying under Section 3 hereof issuing a temporary license tag 
shall insert clearly and indelibly on the face of each temporary 
license tag the date of issuance and expiration, the make and 
vehicle identification number of the motor vehicle for which issued 
and such other information as the department shall require. Upon 
issuance of a temporary license tag, the designated agent, 
manufacturer or dealer shall also deliver to the owner a temporary 
registration certificate upon a form prescribed by the department. 
The designated agent, manufacturer or dealer shall retain a copy of 
the temporary registration certificate and shall transmit the 
original of such certificate to the department, one copy to the judge 
of probate or other county official authorized and required by law to 
issue motor vehicle license tags of the county in which the 
temporary license tag is issued, and one copy to the applicant. 

Section 8. Every designated agent or manufacturer or dealer 
qualifying under Section 3 hereof shall maintain for one year a 
record of all temporary license tags and temporary registration 
certificates issued by him and shall maintain such other 
information pertaining to the issuance of temporary license tags as 
the department shall require. All such records maintained by the 
designated agent, manufacturer or dealer shall be available for 
inspection and examination by duly authorized representatives of 
the department upon request. 

Section 9. The department shall prescribe the design and 
material of the temporary license tags, temporary registration 
certificates, application forms, and all other notices and forms 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act and shall furnish a 
supply of such materials to designated agents or manufacturers or 
dealers qualifying under Section 3 hereof upon request. The 
department may make necessary investigations to procure 
information required to carry out the provisions of this Act, may 
adopt and enforce reasonable rules and regulations to carry out the 
provisions hereof, and may, after a hearing, revoke the authority to 
issue temporary license tags or registration certificates of any 
dealer or other person appointed by the department to act as a 
designated agent or any manufacturer or dealer whom it finds has 
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failed to faithfully perform his duties under this Act. 

Section 10. It shall be unlawful for any owner to make any 
false statement in making application for issuance of a temporary 
license tag and temporary registration certificate, or for any 
designated agent or manufacturer or dealer qualifying under 
Section 3 hereof to issue a temporary license tag or temporary 
registration certificate with knowledge of such false statement, or 
for any person to operate a motor vehicle upon the public roads of 
this state with a temporary license tag which has expired. Anyone 
violating the provisions of this section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be punished, upon conviction, by a fine of 
not more than $500.00 or by imprisonment for not more than six 
months, or by both. 

Section 11. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 12. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 13. This Act shall become effective October 1,1979.

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 11-89-4, 11-89-6 and 11-89-7 of the Code of Alabama 1975 
relating to water, sewer, solid waste disposal and fire protection districts so as to 
stagger the terms of the members of water authority boards; to provide that fire 
protection districts may furnish and provide fire protection service in 
unincorporated and incorporated areas within the total service area; to eliminate the 
requirement of stating a name for county or city fire, water and sewer protection 
districts in their respective certificates of incorporation; and to allow the county 
commission to set the compensation to be paid board members. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 11-89-4,11-89-6 and 11-89-7 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975 are hereby amended to read as follows: 
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“§ 11-89-4. (a) Within 40 days following the adoption of an 
authorizing resolution or, in the event an application was filed with 
the governing bodies of more than one county or a combination of 
one or more counties and municipalities, within 40 days following 
the adoption of an authorizing resolution by that governing body 
that was the last to adopt an authorizing resolution, but if and only 
if the governing body of each other county and municipality with 
whom such application was filed has theretofore adopted an 
authorizing resolution, the applicants shall proceed to incorporate 
a district by filing for record in the office of the judge of probate of 
the county in which the principal office of the district is to be 
located, as specified in the certificate of incorporation provided for 
in this section, a certificate of incorporation which shall comply in 
form and substance with the requirements of this section and which 
shall be in the form and executed in the manner provided in this 
section; provided, that any district incorporated prior to November 
14, 1975, and which, according to the provisions of its certificate of 
incorporation, is authorized to render sewer service and own and 
operate a sewer system, shall be authorized to own and operate a 
solid waste collection and disposal system in the service area in 
which it is authorized to render sewer service and own and operate 
a sewer system, without any further action or authorization and 
without amending its certificate of incorporation, and without 
changing its name to indicate the additional service it is authorized 
to render. 

“(b) The certificate of incorporation of the district shall state: 

“(1) The names of the persons forming the district and that 
each of them is a duly qualified elector of an authorizing 
subdivision; 

“(2) The period for the duration of the district (if the duration 
is to be perpetual, subject to the provisions of section 11-89-17, that 
fact shall be stated); 

“(3) The name of each authorizing subdivision, together with 
the date on which the governing" body thereof adopted an 
authorizing resolution; 

“(4) The location of the principal office of the district, which 
shall be in an authorizing subdivision; 

“(5) A concise legal description of the area or areas in which 
the district proposes to render water service, sewer service and fire 
protection service or any thereof and a designation of the type or 
types of service proposed to be rendered in such area or in each of 
such areas; 
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“(6) The total number of directors and the number of 
directors which the governing body of each authorizing subdivision 
shall be entitled to elect; 

“(7) A plan for apportioning the properties of the district 
upon its dissolution among the authorizing subdivisions, but only if 
such plan was stated in the application filed with the governing 
bodies of the authorizing subdivisions in accordance with the 
provisions of section 11-89-3; 

“(8) A statement that the application filed with the governing 
body of each of the authorizing subdivisions in accordance with 
section 11-89-3 was identical to the copy thereof attached to said 
certificate of incorporation; and 

“(9) Any other matters relating to the district that the 
incorporators may choose to insert and that are not inconsistent 
with this chapter or with the laws of the state. 

“(c) To the extent that any matter required by the provisions 
of subsection (b) of this section to be included in the certificate of 
incorporation of a district is also required or permitted to be 
included in the application theretofore filed with the authorizing 
subdivisions in accordance with the provisions of section 11-89-3, 
including, but without limitation to, any matter relating to the type 
or types of service proposed to be rendered by the district, the 
service area, the number and method of electing directors, the 
location of the principal office of the district and apportioning the 
properties of the district upon its dissolution, the provisions of the 
certificate of incorporation with respect to such matter shall be in 
strict accordance with the corresponding provisions of such 
application. 

“(d) The certificate of incorporation shall be signed and 
acknowledged by the incorporators before an officer authorized by 
the laws of the state to take acknowledgements to deeds. When the 
certificate of incorporation if filed for record, there shall be 
attached to it a copy of the application as filed with the governing 
body of each of the authorizing subdivisions in accordance with the 
provisions of section 11-89-3, a certified copy of the authorizing 
resolution adopted by the governing body of each authorizing 
subdivision and a certificate by the secretary of state that the name 
proposed for the district is not identical to that of any other 
corporation organized under the laws of the state or so nearly 
similar thereto as to lead to confusion and uncertainty. Upon the 
filing for record of the said certificate of incorporation and the 
documents required by the preceding sentence to be attached 
thereto, the district shall come into existence and shall constitute a 
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public corporation under the name set forth in said certificate of 
incorporation. The judge of probate shall thereupon send a notice to 
the secretary of state that the certificate of incorporation of the 
district has been filed for record. 

“§ 11-89-6. Each district shall be governed by a board of 
directors. All powers of the district shall be exercised by the board 
or pursuant to its authorization. Subject to the provisions of sections 
11-89-3 and 11-89-4, the board shall consist initially of that number 
of directors, apportioned among and elected by the authorizing 
subdivisions, as shall be specified in the certificate of incorporation 
of the district. The initial term of office of each such director shall 
begin immediately upon his election and shall end at 12:01 A.M. on 
the fourth anniversary date of the filing for record of the certificate 
of incorporation of the district. Thereafter, the term of office of each 
such director shall be four years. Provided however, each county 
commission may, if they desire, number the place of each director 
and prescribe one-, two-, three-, or four-year terms for each place so 
as to stagger the terms of office of the directors. 

“If any amendment to the certificate of incorporation of the 
district effected in accordance with the provisions of section 11-89-5 
shall increase the membership of the board, the board shall 
thereafter consist of such number of directors, elected by such 
governing bodies, as may be specified in the said amendment. The 
initial term of office of each new director added by any such 
amendment shall begin immediately upon his election and shall 
end at 12:01 A.M. on the fourth anniversary date of the filing for 
record of such amendment. The term of office of each new director, 
added by amendment as aforesaid, shall, following the initial term 
of such new director, be for a period of four years. If at any time 
there should be a vacancy on the board, a successor director to serve 
for the unexpired term applicable to such vacancy shall be elected 
by that governing body which elected the director whose unexpired 
term he is to fill. Each election of a director, whether for afull four- 
year term or to complete an unexpired term, shall be made not 
earlier than 30 days prior to the date on which such director is to 
take office as such. No officer of the state or of any county or 
municipality shall, during his tenure as such officer, be eligible to 
serve as a director. 

“Each director must be a duly qualified elector of that county 
or municipality, as the case may be, by the governing body of which 
he was elected. Directors shall be eligible for reelection. Each 
director shall be reimbursed for expenses actually incurred by him 
in and about the performance of his duties. If the certificate of 
incorporation so provides, each director, except the chairman of the 
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board, shall be compensated in an additional amount as prescribed 
by the county commission. The chairman shall, if said certificate so 
provides, be compensated in an additional amount as prescribed by 
the county commission. 

“Any director of the district may be impeached and removed 
from office in the same manner and on the same grounds provided 
by section 175 of the Constitution of Alabama and the general laws 
of the state for impeachment and removal of the officers mentioned 
in said section 175. 

“Section 11-89-7. (a) The district shall have the following 
powers, together with all powers incidental thereto or necessary to 
the discharge thereof in corporate form: 

“(1) To have succession by its corporate name for the duration 
of time (which may be perpetuity, subject to the provisions of 
section 11-89-17) specified in its certificate or incorporation; 

“(2) To sue and be sued in its own name in civil actions, except 
as otherwise provided in this chapter, and to defend civil actions 
against it; 

“(3) To adopt and make use of a corporate seal and to alter the 
same at pleasure; 

“(4) To adopt and alter bylaws for the regulation and conduct 
of its affairs and business; 

“(5) To acquire, receive and take, by purchase, gift, lease, 
devise or otherwise, and to hold property of every description, real, 
personal or mixed, whether located in one or more counties or 
municipalities and whether located within or outside the service 
area; 

“(6) To make, enter into and execute such contracts, 
agreements, leases and other instruments and to take such other 
actions as may be necessary or convenient to accomplish any 
purpose for which the district was organized or to exercise any 
power expressly granted under this section; 

“(7) To plan, establish, develop, acquire, purchase, lease, 
construct, reconstruct, enlarge, improve, maintain, equip and 
operate water systems, sewer systems and fire protection facilities 
or any part or combination of any thereof, whether located in one or 
more counties or municipalities and whether located within or 
outside the service area and without any requirement that such 
water systems, sewer systems or fire protection facilities or all or 
any part of any thereof be interconnected or otherwise constitute 
and intergrated operational unit, and to acquire real and personal 
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property, franchises and easements deemed necessary or desirable 
in connection therewith; 

“(8) To distribute and sell water, either at retail or for resale, 
within the service area or in any part thereof upon such reasonable 
terms and for such reasonable rates and consideration as the board 
may prescribe; 

“(9) To furnish and provide sewer service in the service area 
or in any part thereof upon such reasonable terms and for such 
reasonable rates and consideration as the board may prescribe; 
provided, however, that nothing in this chapter shall authorize any 
district to collect, transport, treat or dispose of solid wastes or 
charge for the collection, transportation, treatment, or disposal of 
solid wastes from any industrial, manufacturing or utility plant 
without consent from the owners or operators of such plant; 

“(10) To furnish and provide fire protection service in the 
service area or in any part thereof upon such reasonable terms and 
for such reasonable rates and consideration as the board may 
prescribe; 

“(11) To sell and issue bonds of the district in order to provide 
funds for any corporate function, use or purpose, any such bonds to 
be payable solely out of the revenues derived from any water 
system, sewer system and fire protection facility or any thereof of 
the district; 

“(12) To assume obligations secured by a lien on or payable 
out of or secured by a pledge of the revenues from any water system, 
sewer system and fire protection facility or any part of any thereof 
that may be acquired by the district, any obligation so assumed to 
be payable by the district solely out of the revenues derived from the 
operation of any water system, sewer system and fire protection 
facility or any thereof, of the district; 

“(13) To pledge for payment of any bonds issued or obligations 
assumed by the district any revenues from which those bonds or 
obligations are made payable as provided in this chapter; 

“(14) To execute and deliver, in accordance with the 
provisions of this section and of sections 11-89-8 and 11-89-9, 
mortgages and deeds of trust and trust indentures or either; 

“(15) To exercise the power of eminent domain in the manner 
provided in and subject to the provisions of Title 18 of this Code; 
provided, that this subdivision shall not be deemed to authorize the 
district to acquire, without the consent of the owner or owners 
thereof, any water supply system or water distribution system from 
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which water service is at the time being furnished, any sewer 
system from which sewer service is at the time being furnished or 
any property that is at the time being used in the furnishing of fire 
protection service; provided further, that such right of eminent 
domain shall not apply to real property or interests therein 
previously dedicated to public use; 

“(16) To appoint, employ, contract with and provide for the 
compensation of such officers, employees and agents, including, but 
without limitation to, engineers, attorneys, management 
consultants and fiscal advisers as the business of the district may 
require, and, at its option, to provide a system of disability pay, 
retirement compensation and pensions or any of them without 
regard to any provisions of sections 41-16-50 through 41-16-63 that 
might otherwise be applicable; 

“(17) To make and enforce reasonable rules and regulations 
governing the use of any water system, sewer system or fire 
protection facility owned or controlled by the district; 

“(18) To provide for such insurance as the board may deem 
advisable; 

“(19) To invest any funds of the district that the board may 
determine are not presently needed in the operation of its 
properties in bonds of the United States of America, bonds of the 
state, bonds of any county or municipality and interest-bearing 
bank deposits or any thereof; 

“(20) To cooperate with the United States of America, any 
agency or instrumentality thereof, the state, any county, 
municipality or other political subdivision of the state and any 
public corporation organized under the laws of the state and to 
make such contracts with them or any of them, as the board may 
deem advisable to accomplish the purpose for which the district 
was established; 

“(21) To sell and convey any of its properties that may have 
become obsolete or worn out or that may no longer be needed or 
useful as a part of any water system, sewer system or fire protection 
facility of the district; 

“(22) To sell and convey, with or without valuable 
consideration, any of its water systems, sewer systems or fire 
protection facilities or any portion of any of the said systems and 
facilities to any one or more counties, municipalities or public 
corporations organized under the laws of the state which have the 
corporate power to operate the system and facilities or portions 
thereof so conveyed and the property and income of which are not

subject to taxation; provided, that any such sale and conveyance 
may be made only with the consent of each county and municipality 
in which any part of the service area of the district is then located, 
such consent to be evidenced by a resolution adopted by the 
governing body of each consenting county and municipality, and 
only if any such conveyance would not constitute a breach of any 
then outstanding mortgage and deed of trust, trust indenture or 
other agreement to which the district is a party; 

“(23) To enter into a management agreement or agreements 
with any person for the management by the district of any water 
system, sewer system or fire protection facility or any thereof upon 
such terms and conditions as may be mutually agreeable; 

(24) To fix and revise from time to time reasonable rates, fees 
and other charges for water service, sewer service, fire protection 
service, or any thereof, furnished or to be furnished by any water 
system, sewer system or fire protection facility, or portion of any 
thereof, owned or operated by the district, and to collect all charges 
made by it; and 

“(25) To require the owner, tenant or occupant of each lot or 
parcel of land who is obligated to pay rates, fees or charges for the 
use of or for the services furnished by any water system, sewer 
system or fire protection system owned or operated by the district 
under the provisions of this chapter to make a reasonable deposit 
with the district in advance to insure the payment of such rates, fees 
or charges and to be subject to the application to the payment 
thereof if and when delinquent. 

(b) Nothing in this section shall be construed to permit a 
district to acquire, receive, take, hold, establish, develop, construct, 
reconstruct, enlarge, improve, maintain, equip or operate any 
property or water system, sewer system and fire protection facility 
or any part or combination of any thereof located outside the service 
area, except as an incident to the rendering of water service, sewer 
service and fire protection service or any thereof inside the service 
area or to render water service, sewer service and fire protection 
service or any thereof unless such district is authorized so to do in its 
certificate of incorporation and any amendments thereto. 

“(c) Any schedule or schedules of rates and other charges 
adopted by the board may: 

(1) Provide for the rendition by the district to customers 
served by it of combined statements or bills for service furnished 
from its water systems, its sewer systems and its fire protection 
facilities or any one or more of any thereof; 
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“(2) Permit the district to decline to accept payment of 
charges for service from any of its said systems and facilities, 
without payment of charges for service at the same premises from 
any one or more of its other systems and facilities; 

“(3) Provide for a discontinuance of service from any or all of 
its said systems and facilities at any premises with respect to which 
there is a delinquency in the payment of charges for service from 
any system or facility of the district; 

“(4) Provide for the payment of connection fees, disconnection 
fees and reconnection fees; and 

“(5) Require, as a prerequisite to the rendition of any service, 
the making of a deposit as a security for payment of bills, on which 
deposit the district shall not be obligated to pay or allow interest.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To further authorize and empower the Department of Pensions and Security to 
operate child support programs, locate absent parents, establish paternity, enforce 
child support obligations, to collect and distribute support payments, and to conform 
with certain provisions of the Social Security Act, as amended, in order to obtain 
maximum benefits under the Social Security Act, as amended; and to prescribe 
penalties. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. This Act shall be known and may be cited as the 
Chiid Support Act of 1979. 

Section 2. The Department of Pensions and Security of the 
State of Alabama shall operate child support programs, including, 
but not limited to, locating absent parents, establishing paternity, 
enforcing child support obligations and related matters, as 
described or defined by the Social Security Act and amendments 
thereto. 

Section 3. As used in this Act, unless the context clearly 
dictates otherwise: 

(1). “Department” shall mean the Department of Pensions 
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and Security of the State of Alabama, including the State and 
County Departments of Pensions and Security. 

(2) . Dependent child or “needy child” shall mean a 
dependent or needy child as described or defined by the Social 
Security Act and amendments thereto and by State law. 

(3) . “Child support programs” shall mean locating absent 
parents, establishing paternity, obtaining child support, and 
related matters as described or defined by the Social Security Act 
and amendments thereto and by State law. 

(4) . The terms or phrases “ADC,” “AFDC,” “aid to dependent 
children,” and “aid to families with dependent children,” shall have 
the same meaning and shall refer to the same public assistance 
program and may be used interchangeably to refer to the same 
program. 

(5) . “Aid” shall, standing alone, mean the same as “ADC” or 
“aid to dependent children” or “AFDC” or “aid to families with 
dependent children” and shall include “ADC Foster Care”(“AFDC 
Foster Care”). 

(6) . For the purposes of this act a prosecuting or district 
attorney is hereby defined as a legal entity of each county included 
in the judicial circuit in which he holds office. 

Section 4. As a condition of eligibility for aid, each recipient 
of aid to families with dependent children shall be deemed, by 
accepting aid for or on behalf of a dependent or needy child, to have 
made an assignment to the Department of the right to any child 
support owed for or to such child up to the amount of aid paid by the 
Department to the recipient. The Department shall be subrogated 
to the right of such child or recipients or the person having custody 
to collect and receive all child support payments and to initiate any 
support action existing now or in the future under the laws of 
Alabama. 

Section 5. Notwithstanding any other provisions of this Act, 
as a condition of eligibility for aid, each recipient of aid to families 
with dependent children may be required to assign to the 
Department any rights to support from any other person which 
such recipient may have in his own behalf or in behalf of any other 
family member for whom the recipient is receiving aid, and which 
accrued at the time such assignment is executed, and which 
continue to accrue until said recipient family ceases to receive aid, 
and which may have effect as provided by the Social Security Act 
and amendments thereto. Such assignment to the Department of 
the right to any child support owed for or to such child up to the 
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amount of aid paid by the Department to the recipient shall 
conform with the requirements of the Social Security Act and 
amendments thereto. Such assignment shall make the Department 
assignee of and to the right of such child or recipient or the person 
having custody to collect and receive all child support payments 
and to initiate any support action existing now or in the future 
under the laws of Alabama and for the purpose of conforming and 
complying with the provisions of the Social Security Act and 
amendments thereto. An assignment made in accordance with the 
provisions to this Act by a parent or other person of any age shall be 
binding as if such parent or other person were over the age of 19 
years. 

Section 6. The payment of aid to or on behalf of a dependent 
or needy child creates a debt due and owing to the Department by 
the parent or parents of the child; provided, however, that in cases 
in which a court has ordered child support incident to a divorce 
decree or any other order for child support, the debt shall be limited 
to the amount specified in such court decree or court order. The 
liability for said debt to the Department shall apply only with 
respect to the support payments made during the period of time 
during which aid is granted and shall conform and comply with 
such court decree or court order and shall be handled by the 
Department in such a manner as to conform and comply with 
requirements of the Social Security Act and amendments thereto. 

Section 7. Whenever anyone owing the obligation of support 
has failed to provide support to such child, and application is made 
to the Department on behalf of the child to whom support is owed, 
the Department may take appropriate action under this Act, or any 
other appropriate state and federal statutes, to assure that the 
responsible person or persons owing the obligation of support 
provide support to such child, including, but not limited to, civil or 
criminal actions to determine paternity and to enforce support 
obligations. All actions to determine paternity and to enforce 
support obligations may be brought in either the juvenile court or 
district court or the circuit court or appropriate federal court, and 
all presently existing statutes are hereby amended to provide that 
the juvenile courts and district courts and the circuit courts shall 
have concurrent jurisdiction of actions involving paternity, 
desertion, non-support, or support. 

Section 8. Child support collections, in cases in which an 
assignment has been made and after the support payment has been 
made to the appropriate court pursuant to the provisions of this Act, 
shall be paid directly to the State Department and distribution 
shall be made by said Department in accordance with the

provisions of the Social Security Act and amendments thereto. 

Section 9. (a). The Department is authorized and 
empowered to conduct investigations to determine whether or not a 
responsible parent is able to support a dependent or needy child as 
defined in this Act. (b). The Department is authorized and 
empowered to notify a parent of his legal duty to support his child 
and to require information concerning his financial status in order 
to determine whether or not he is financially able to provide 
support, (c) Such notice may inform the parent that he may be 
liable for reimbursement of any support furnished as public 
assistance or aid to his child prior to determination of his financial 
circumstances, as well as future and past support payments due on 
behalf of his child and not paid by him. (d). Any person who 
knowlingly falsifies such parent’s report of his income and 
resources and other matters bearing on his ability to provide 
support shall upon conviction be punished as for false swearing or 
perjury. 

Section 10. It is intended that new or additional causes of 
action for the Department are created by the provisions of this Act. 
This Act shall be construed to create additional, alternative causes 
of action and shall in no way affect or impair any other remedy, civil 
or criminal, provided in any other statute or available under 
common law. The procedures, actions, and remedies provided in 
this Act shall in no way be exclusive but shall be in addition to and 
not in substitution of other proceedings available in the courts of 
this State or any other state or in any appropriate Federal Court. It 
is intended that this Act be construed and administered to the end 
that children shall be maintained from the resources of the 
responsible parents. 

Section 11. In addition to the existing causes of action there is 
hereby created on behalf of any person who is owed a duty of 
support a civil cause of action which may be enforced in the district 
court, the circuit court, or any court having non-support 
jurisdiction or jurisdiction over the custody of children. 

Section 12. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part thereof is declared unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 

Section 13. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 26-10-3, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to adoptions, so as to 
further regulate consent for adoption of a child and notice of adoption proceedings. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 26-10-3, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“No adoption of a minor child shall be permitted without the 
consent of parents, but the consent of a parent who has abandoned 
the child, who cannot be found, who is insane or otherwise 
incapacitated from giving such consent or who has lost 
guardianship of the child through divorce proceedings or by the 
order of a court having jurisdiction may be dispensed with, and 
consent may be given by the guardian, if there is one, or if there is no 
guardian, by the state department of pensions and security or by 
the licensed child placing agency which has permanent custody of 
the said minor child by order of a juvenile court or a court of like 
jurisdiction. In every other cases the court shall cause such further 
notice to be given to the known kindred of the child as shall appear 
to be just and practicable. In the case of illegitimacy, where 
parental rights have not been terminated by order of a juvenile 
court or court of like jurisdiction, the consent of the mother alone 
shall suffice, except that the unwed father shall be given notice of 
the adoption proceedings and opportunity to be heard (1) where 
paternity has been established, or (2) where the name and address 
of the unwed father is shown on the petition, or (3) where the name 
and address of the father is otherwise known to the court. In all 
cases where the child is over fourteen years old his own consent 
must be had also.” 

Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part is held invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other provisions 
which can be given effect without the invalid provisions. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

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AN ACT 

To impose additional requirements upon livestock markets as regulated by 
Sections 2-15-60 through 2-15-71 of the Code of Alabama 1975 by requiring such 
markets to report to the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries any purchases 
of livestock by a livestock dealer where such a dealer has not complied with the 
provisions of the “Alabama Livestock Dealers’ Financial Responsibility Act” (Code 
of Alabama of 1975, Sections 2-15-130 through 2-15-138); to define words and terms 
used in this Act; to authorize the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries to 
inspect records of sales of livestock markets; to provide for the adoption of rules and 
regulations to effectuate the intent and purpose of this Act; and to prescribe 
penalties for violations of this Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Purpose.--The “Alabama Livestock Dealers’ 
Financial Responsibility Act” requires, among other things, the 
prompt payment of the purchase price of livestock purchased by 
livestock dealers. Therefore, the intent and purpose of this Act is to 
enable the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries to more 
effectively enforce the requirements of such Act by requiring 
livestock markets to report to the Commissioner of Agriculture and 
Industries any dealer who purchases livestock without complying 
with the provisions of said Act. 

Section 2. Definitions.-When used in this Act, the following 
terms shall have the following meanings, respectively, unless the 
context clearly indicates otherwise: 

(1) PERSON. Any individual, partnership, corporation, 
association, or other business unit. 


(2) COMMISSIONER. The Commissioner of Agriculture 
and Industries of the State of Alabama. 


(3) ALABAMA LIVESTOCK DEALERS’ FINANCIAL 
RESPONSIBILITY ACT. An act of the Legislature of Alabama 
of 1969 now appearing in the Code of Alabama 1975 as Sections 2- 
15-130 through 2-15-138. 


(4) DEALER. Any person engaged in the business of 
buying livestock as a dealer as defined in Section 2-15-131(5) of the 
Code of Alabama 1975. 


(5) LIVESTOCK MARKET. Any person engaged in the 
operation of a livestock market as defined in Section 2-15-60(6) of 
the Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 3. Livestock markets; reporting requirements.-- 
Every livestock market in Alabama is hereby required to report to 
the Commissioner the name and address of any dealer who fails or 
refuses to comply with the requirements of the “Alabama Livestock 
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Dealers’ Financial Responsibility Act” which requires every dealer 
in livestock to make full payment of the amount of each purchase of 
livestock to the person from whom the purchase was made not later 
than the close of the next business day following the date of such 
purchase. The Commissioner shall furnish every livestock market 
with a complete list showing thereon the names and addresses of 
every dealer who has been issued a livestock dealer’s license, with 
supplements thereto, as may be necessary to enable livestock 
markets to comply with the reporting requirements hereof. 

Section 4. Inspection of Records by Commissioner.-The 
Commissioner, duly authorized inspectors, employees and agents of 
the Department of Agriculture and Industries shall have power 
and authority during business hours to enter upon the premises of 
any livestock market and to have access to and inspect books, 
invoices and other like records of such markets relating to the 
receipt, keeping, sale and delivery of livestock for the purpose of 
enforcing the requirements of this Act. 

Section 5. Rules and Regulations.--The Commissioner with 
approval of the State Board of Agriculture and Industries is hereby 
authorized to promulgate such rules and regulations as may be 
necessary to carry out the evident intent and purpose of this Act 
including, but not limited to, the reporting requirements of 
livestock markets, the manner and method of payment required of 
dealers to comply with this Act, the method of disseminating 
information by the Commissioner to livestock markets of the non¬ 
payment for livestock purchases by dealers, records required to be 
kept by livestock markets, together with the identification of 
dealers purchasing livestock and whether such dealers are 
purchasing for their own account or as agent for others with 
disclosure of such information to be made to the livestock market 
either prior to or subsequent to the time of purchase as well as such 
other rules and regulations as may be reasonable and necessary to 
effectuate the purpose of this Act. 

Section 6. Penalty.-A willful failure or refusal of any 
livestock market to comply with the provisions of Section 3 of this 
Act shall be valid grounds for denial or revocation of a permit to 
operate a livestock market in accordance with the requirements 
and procedure for such action as prescribed by Section 2-15-61 of 
the Code of Alabama 1975.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 2-15-133, Code of Alabama 1975, by adding a provision that 
imposes liability on livestock dealers as defined in Section 2-15-131(5), Code of 
Alabama 1975, for the payment of the purchase price of all livestock purchased by 
such dealers without regard to whether a livestock dealer purchases livestock on his 
own account, or as agent for another, and without regard to the liability of another 
party for whom such a dealer makes such purchase. 

Be It Enacted, by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 2-15-133, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 2-15-133(a) No license as required under section 2-15-132 
shall be issued or renewed until the applicant therefor shall make, 
execute and thereafter maintain on file with the commissioner a 
bond or a bond equivalent as provided in subsection (f) of this 
section in favor of the state of Alabama or a trustee to.be approved 
by the commissioner to secure the performance of obligations 
incurred in the state of Alabama and the payment thereof to 
persons from whom such dealer purchases livestock. Except as 
otherwise provided in this subsection, the amount of each bond shall 
be not less than the next multiple of $2,000.00 above the average 
amount of purchases of livestock purchased either as a dealer or on 
an agency basis i.i Alabama during a period equivalent to two 
business days based on the total number of business days and the 
total amount of such transactions during the preceding 12 months 
or in such substantial part thereof in which the applicant did 
business. For the purpose of this computation, 260 shall be deemed 
the number of business days in any year. Bonds above $26,000.00 
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shall be not less than the next multiple of $5,000.00 above the 
average amount of livestock purchased either as a dealer or on an 
agency basis in Alabama, computed as set out in this subsection. 
When the amount of a bond, calculated as required in this 
subsection, exceeds $50,000.00, the amount of the bond shall not 
exceed $50,000.00 plus 10 per cent of the excess, unless the 
commissioner has reason to believe that a bond in such amount is 
inadequate because of the volume of business conducted on a 
seasonal or otherwise irregular basis, in which event the 
commissioner shall determine and specify the amount of the bond to 
be required. 

“(b) In no case shall a bond covering the buying operations of a 
dealer be less than $10,000.00. 

“(c) If the applicant is a successor in business to a dealer 
subject to the requirements of this article, the bond of such 
applicant shall be in an amount not less than that required of the 
prior dealer, unless the commissioner finds that the amount of such 
a bond will be excessive and unnecessary. If the applicant has not 
been previously engaged in the business of a dealer subject to the 
requirements of this article, the bond of such applicant shall be in 
an amount equivalent to the estimated value of livestock purchases 
which it is anticipated such applicant will make during any two 
business days during the succeeding 12 months; provided, however, 
that the amount of such bond shall be subject to adjustment from 
time to time in accordance with the provisions of subsection (e) of 
this section. 

“(d) Bonds required by subsection (a) of this section shall be 
conditioned that the dealer or principal shall pay, when due to the 
person or persons entitled thereto, the purchase price of all 
livestock purchased in the state of Alabama by said dealer- 
principal for his own account or for the accounts of others and that 
the said dealer-principal shall safely keep and properly disburse all 
funds, if any, which come into his hands for the purpose of paying 
for livestock purchased for the account of others. Bonds required by 
subsection (a) of this section shall be written by a surety company 
qualified to do business in Alabama. Any person having a cause of 
action against a dealer for breach of the condition of the bond may 
bring a civil action against the principal and surety of such bond in 
any court of competent jurisdiction for recovery of the loss resulting 
from such breach of the condition of the bond; provided, however, 
that the aggregate liability of the surety for all such losses shall not 
exceed the amount of the bond. The bond shall contain a provision 
requiring not less than 15 days’ written notice to the commissioner 
by the party terminating such bond in order to effect its 
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termination. 

“(c) Whenever the commissioner finds that any bond required 
under this section is inadequate, such bond, upon notice from the 
commissioner, shall be increased to meet the requirements of this 
section or, in like manner, may be reduced if found to be in excess of 
the requirements of this section; provided, however, that the 
amount of such bond shall not be increased or reduced by the 
commissioner, nor shall the amount of any bond be increased under 
authority of subsection (a) of this section unless and until the state 
board of agriculture and industries adopts and promulgates rules 
and regulations prescribing the conditions under which bond 
increases or reductions will be required by the commissioner. Such 
rules and regulations shall prescribe a uniform method and 
procedure to be followed by the commissioner in determining the 
amount of any bond increases or reductions that may be ordered by 
the commissioner because of being inadequate or excessive. All 
such bond increases and reductions as ordered by the commissioner 
as authorized under this subsection shall be reviewed by the board 
at its next quarterly or special call meeting for the purpose of 
determining whether the action of the commissioner in requiring 
an increase or reduction in the amount thereof is in compl iance with 
the rules and regulations as prescribed by the said board for this 
purpose. 

“(f) A bond equivalent may be filed or maintained in lieu of a 
bond. A bond equivalent shall be in the form of a trust fund 
agreement based upon cash or fully negotiable bonds of the United 
States government or of the state of Alabama. All provisions of this 
section relating to making, executing, filing and maintaining 
bonds on file with the commissioner shall be applicable to such trust 
fund agreements. 

“(g) Every person engaged in the business of a dealer, as 
defined in section 2-15-131, shall furnish annually and at such other 
times as the commissioner may designate or request verified 
financial statements and reports showing the volume and value of 
livestock purchased in Alabama and the names and addresses of all 
employees authorized to purchase livestock for such person and 
shall keep such books and records as the commissioner may require 
as being reasonably necessary to carry out the provisions and 
requirements of this section, and the commissioner or his duly 
authorized agent or agents shall have access to such books and 
records during the regular business hours of any business day for 
the purpose of examination, inspection, audit or investigation of 
such dealer s operations. Any person who submits false information 
in making any report required under this subsection or who refuses 
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the commissioner or his authorized agent access to such books and 
records as are required to be kept under this subsection shall be 
subject to the provisions of section 2-15-136. 

“(h) Every person engaged in the business of a dealer, as 
defined in section 2-15-131, shall make full payment of the amount 
of each purchase of livestock to the person from whom such 
purchase was made not later then the close of the next business day 
following the date of such purchase. 

“(i) Every person engaged in the business of a dealer as 
defined in Section 2-15-131(5) shall, with regard to any purchase of 
livestock made by such dealer at a livestock market regulated by 
Sections 2-15-60 through 2-15-71, be liable for the payment of the 
amount of each such livestock purchase made by such dealer 
whether the purchase was made by the dealer on his own account or 
as an agent for another, and with respect to such livestock 
purchases made as an agent for another, such liability shall exist 
without regard to the fact that the other party for whom the 
purchase was made shall also be liable for the payment of the amont 
of such purchase.” 

Section 2. The provisions of this Act shall not be construed to 
repeal any other laws or parts of laws unless such laws or parts of 
laws are in direct conflict with the provisions of this Act as it is 
intended that the provisions of this Act are cumulative or 
supplemental to any and all other obligations, requirements or 
liabilities imposed by law upon livestock dealers. 

Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To authorize any county board of education and any city board of education to 
borrow money in anticipation of the issuance of warrants authorized to be issued 
under either Article 4 or Article 5 of Chapter 13 of Title 16 of the CODE OF 
ALABAMA 1975 for use for any of the purposes described in said Articles and in 
evidence thereof to issue warrant anticipation notes maturing not later than 
eighteen months from the date of issue and bearing a rate of interest not exceeding 
eight percent per annum, to provide for payment of such warrant anticipation notes 
from the principal proceeds from the sale of the warrants with respect to which such 
notes are issued and from the tax proceeds which the issuing board may pledge to the 
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payment of such warrants, to provide that such warrant anticipation notes may be 
refunded, extended or renewed by other warrant anticipation notes maturing not 
more than eighteen months from the date of maturity of the warrant anticipation 
notes then outstanding, subject to the approval of the state superintendent of 
education, to provide that such warrant anticipation notes may be sold at public or 
private sale, subject to the approval of the state superintendent of education, to 
provide that the board of education proposing to issue said notes shall have received 
the approval of the state superintendent of education, to provide that all warrant 
anticipation notes, all interest paid thereon, and all income derived therefrom shall 
be exempt from all state, county, municipal and other taxation under the laws of 
Alabama, and to provide that such warrant anticipation notes are proper legal 
investments. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Whenever used in this Act, unless a different 
meaning clearly appears in the context, the following terms shall be 
given the following respective meanings: 

(a) BOARD OF EDUCATION. Any county board of 
education and any city board of education. 

(b) NOTES. The warrant anticipation notes authorized to 
be issued under this Act. 

(c) WARRANTS. The interest-bearing tax anticipation 
warrants authorized to be issued by a board of education under 
Article 4 of Chapter 13 of Title 16 and the capital outlay warrants 
authorized to be issued by a board of education under Article 5 of 
Chapter 13 of Title 16. 

Section 2. Any board of education may borrow money in 
anticipation of the issuance of warrants for use for any of the 
purposes described in section 16-13-70(a)or section 16-13-90 and, in 
evidence of such borrowing, issue from time to time notes maturing 
not later than eighteen months from the date of issuance and 
bearing a rate of interest not exceeding eight percent per annum. 

Section 3. The principal of and interest on such notes shall 
not be general obligations of the board of education issuing said 
notes but shall be payable from the principal proceeds from the sale 
of the warrants with respect to which such notes are issued and, to 
the extent necessary, from the tax proceeds which the issuing board 
of education may pledge to the payment of such warrants. Any 
board of education may secure payment of the principal of and 
interest on the notes by a pledge of so much as may be necessary 
therefor of such tax proceeds. 

Section 4. Any notes issued pursuant to this Act may be 
refunded or renewed or extended for an additional period of not 
more than eighteen months from the date of maturity of such notes 
being refunded or renewed or extended, but otherwise pursuant to 
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all of the terms and conditions of this Act, whether or not the capital 
improvements with respect to which such outstanding notes were 
issued have been completed, if the state superintendent shall 
approve such refunding, renewal or extension. 

Section 5. Any notes issued pursuant to the provisions of this 
Act may be sold either at public or private sale as the board of 
education issuing such notes shall determine and the state 
superintendent of education shall approve. 

Section 6. Before issuing any notes hereunder, the board of 
education by which such notes are proposed to be issued shall cause 
an application for approval of such issuance to be filed with the 
state superintendent of education. Such application shall be in such 
form and shall contain such information as the state superintendent 
of education may prescribe, and he may require such further 
information as may be necessary relating to the proposed notes or 
other financial or educational matters under the control of such 
board of education. He shall not approve the issue of any notes 
hereunder which would jeopardize the minimum state program of 
education as prescribed by law and in accordance with the rules 
and regulations of the state board of education. He shall not approve 
the issue of any notes hereunder when the principal of or the 
interest on any other notes or any other warrants constituting a 
preferred claim against the tax proceeds to be pledged for payment 
of the proposed notes and warrants is overdue and unpaid, except to 
refund the same. The written approval of the state superintendent 
of education of the amount and general purpose of the notes shall be 
a sufficient approval, but he may at his discretion approve any of 
the terms and provisions of the notes which in such event shall not 
be issued otherwise. 

The written approval of the state superintendent of education 
of the issue of any notes hereunder shall be a conclusive 
determination that all necessary evidence has been presented to 
him, and a conclusive determination in favor of the validity of such 
notes that all of the requirements of this Act have been complied 
with. The state superintendent of education may also determine 
conclusively for all purposes relating to the validity of any notes 
issued hereunder whether any other notes or warrants constitute a 
preferred claim against the tax proceeds out of which the proposed 
notes are payable. In all matters connected with his approval of 
notes, the state superintendent of education shall comply with any 
regulations or instructions of the state board of education, but his 
failure to do so shall not affect the validity of the notes approved by 
him. 
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Section 7. All notes issued pursuant to the provisions of this 
Act, all interest paid thereon, and all income derived therefrom 
shall forever be exempt from all state, county, municipal and other 
taxation under the laws of Alabama. 

Section 8. The notes issued pursuant to the provisions of this 
Act shall be legal investments for executors, administrators, 
trustees and other fiduciaries. 

Section 9. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 25-4-70, Section 25-4-78 and Section 25-4-134, Code of 
Alabama 1975, as last amended, relating to the Alabama Unemployment 
Compensation Act so as to meet federal law requirements; to clarify the denial of 
benefit provisions for certain educational employees and to provide for the reduction 
of benefits by the amount of pensions or retirement pay; to correct a reorganization 
of procedures for the collection of delinquent taxes and reports made in the 1975 
Code. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 25-4-70, Code of Alabama 1975, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read: 

“§ 25-4-70. Accrual; time and manner of payment.-(a) After 
contributions have been due under this chapter for two years, 
benefits shall become payable from the fund to any employee who 
thereafter is or becomes unemployed and eligible for benefits, and 
shall be paid through employment offices or such other agencies at 
such times and in such manner as the director may prescribe. 

(b) ( 1 ) Benefits based on service in employment defined in 
subdivision (a) (2) and (a) (3) of section 25-4-10 shall be payable in 
the same amount, on the same terms and subject to the same 
conditions as compensation payable on the basis of other service 
subject to this chapter; except, that: 

a. With respect to any week of unemployment beginning after 

December 31, 1977, benefits shall not be paid on service in an 
instructional, research, or principal administrative capacity for 
any educational institution for any such week commencing during 
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the period between two successive academic years, or during a 
similar period between two regular terms, whether or not 
successive, or during a period of paid sabbatical leave provided for 
in the individual’s contract, to any individual if such individual 
performs such services in the first of such academic years (or terms) 
and if there is a contract or reasonable assurance that such 
individual will perform services in any such capacity for any 
educational institution in the second of such academic years or 
terms. 

b. With respect to any week of unemployment beginning 
after December 31, 1977, benefits shall not be paid on the basis of 
service in any other capacity for an educational institution (other 
than an institution of higher education as defined in subsection (c) 
of section 25-4-10) to any individual for any such week which 
commences during a period between two successive academic years 
or terms if such individual performs such services in the first of 
such academic years or terms and there is a reasonable assurance 
that such individual will perform such services in the second of such 
academic years or terms. 

For the purposes of this subdivision (1), the term “reasonable 
assurance” means a written 1 ; verbal or implied agreement that the 
employee will perform services during the ensuing academic year 
or term and the term “contract” is intended to include tenure status. 

Section 2. Section 25-4-78, Code of Alabama 1975, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read: 

A 

“§ 25-4-78. Disqualification for benefits.--An individual 
shall be disqualified for total or partial unemployment: 

(1) LABOR DISPUTE IN PLACE OF EMPLOYMENT.- 
For any week in which his total or partial unemployment is directly 
due to a labor dispute still in active progress in the establishment in 
which he is or was last employed. For the purposes of this section 
only, the term “labor dispute” includes any controversy concerning 
terms, tenure or conditions of employment, or concerning the 
association or representation of persons in negotiating, fixing, 
maintaining, changing or seeking to arrange terms or conditions of 
employment, regardless of whether the disputants stand in the 
proximate relation of employer and employee. This definition shall 
not relate to a dispute between an individual worker and his 
employer. 

(2) VOLUNTARY DEPARTURE FROM WORK.-If he has 
left his most recent bona fide work voluntarily without good cause 
connected with such work. 
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a. 1. However he shall not be disqualified if he was forced to 
leave work because he was sick or disabled, notified his employer of 
the fact as soon as it was reasonably practicable so to do, and 
returned to that employer and offered himself for work as soon as he 
was again able to work; provided, however, this exception shall not 
apply if the employer had an established leave-of-absence policy 
covering sickness or disability and: 

(i) The individual fails to comply with same as soon as it is 
reasonably practicable so to do, or 

(ii) Upon the expiration of a leave of absence he shall fail to 
return to said employer and offer himself for work, if he shall then 
be able to work, or, if he is not then able to work, he fails to so notify 
his employer of that fact and request an extension of his said leave of 
absence as soon as it is reasonably practicable so to do. 

2. In case of doubt that an individual was sick or disabled, or 
as to the duration of any such sickness or disability, the director 
may, or if the employer requests it, the director shall require a 
doctor’s certificate to establish the fact or facts in doubt. 

3. An established leave-of-absence policy shall be any leave- 
of-absence policy covering sickness and disability communicated to 
the employee by customary means used by the employer for 
communicating with his employees. 

4. Nothing herein shall be construed or interpreted as 
authorizing the payment of benefits to any person during or for 
unemployment due to sickness or disability or during any period in 
which he is on a leave of absence granted in accordance with an 
established leave-of-absence policy, the duration of which leave was 
set in accordance with his request or in accordance with a collective 
bargaining agreement; except, that if such leave of absence is on 
account of pregnancy and extends beyond the tenth week following 
termination of such pregnancy, the individual shall not be denied 
benefits under the provisions of this subdivision (2) beyond such 
tenth week if she has given the employer three weeks notice of her 
desire to return to work, is then able to work and has not refused 
reinstatement to a job which under the provisions of subdivision (5) 
of this section would be deemed suitable for her. 

b. When an individual is disqualified under this subdivision 

( 2 ): 

1. He shall not be entitled to benefits for the week in which the 
disqualifying event occurs or for any week thereafter until 

(i) he has reentered insured employment or employment of 
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the nature described in subdivisions (5), (6), (7), (8), (9), (10) or (18) of 
subsection (b) of section 25-4-10; and 

(ii) For which employment he has earned wages equal to at 
least 10 times his weekly benefit amount for the benefit year in 
which such disqualification is assessed. 

2. The total amount of benefits to which he may otherwise be 
entitled as determined in accordance with sections 25-4-74 and 25- 
4-75 shall be reduced by an amount equal to not less than six nor 
more than 12 times his weekly benefit amount. 

3 . For the purpose of the experience rating provisions of 
section 25-4-54, no portion of the wages paid to him for the period of 
employment ending with the separation to which the 
disqualification applies shall be determined to be employee’s or 
employer’s benefit wages. If the individual has been separated from 
employment other than his most recent bona, fide work under 
conditions which would have been disqualifying under this 
subdivision (2) had the separation been from his most recent bona 
fide work and the employer answers a notice of payment within 15 
days after it is mailed to him detailing the facts in connection with 
the separation, then no portion of the wages for the period of 
employment ending in such separation shall be determined to be 
employee’s or employer’s benefit wages. 

c. An individual shall not be disqualified if he left his 
employment and immediately returned to work with his regular 
employer or to employment in which he had prior existing statutory 
or contractual seniority or recall rights. When this exception is 
applied, wages paid for that period of employment immediately 
preceding the separation to which the exception is applied, which 
have not been heretofore determined to be benefit wages, shall not 
be determined to be employer’s or employee’s benefit wages for the 
purpose of the experience rating provisions of section 25-4-54. 

d. For the purposes of this subdivision (2) and subdivision (3) 
of this section, the director in determining the “most recent bona 
fide work” shall consider the duration of the most recent job or jobs, 
the intent of the individual and his employer as to the permanence 
of such work and whether separation from the immediately 
preceding employment was under conditions which would be 
disqualifying in the event such immediately preceding 
employment should be determined to be the most recent bona fide 
work. 

(3) DISCHARGE FOR DISHONEST OR CRIMINAL ACT. 

a. If he was discharged or removed from his work for a 
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dishonest or criminal act committed in connection with his work or 
for sabotage or an act endangering the safety of others. 
Disqualification under this paragraph may be applied to 
separations prior to separation from the most recent bona fide work 
only if the employer has filed a timely notice with the director 
alleging that the separation was under conditions described in this 
paragraph. When an individual is disqualified under this 
paragraph: 

1. He shall not be entitled to benefits for the week in which the 
disqualifying event occurs or for any week thereafter until he has 
reentered insured employment or employment of the nature 
described in subdivision (5), (6), (7), (8), (9), (10) or (18) of subsection 
(b) of section 25-4-10. 

2 . He shall not thereafter be entitled to any benefits under 
this chapter on account of wages paid to him for the period of 
employment by whom he was employed when the disqualifying 
event occurred. 

3. For the purposes of the experience rating provisions of 
section 25-4-54, no portion of such wages shall be determined to be 
employee’s or employer’s benefit wages for any benefit year or base 
period. If, in the case of a separation prior to separation from the 
most recent bona fide work, the only reason disqualification under 
this paragraph was not assessed was the failure of the employer to 
properly file a timely separation report with the director but if such 
employer does file such a report within 15 days after the mailing of 
a notice of payment, then no portion of the wages paid for the period 
of employment ending in such prior separation shall be determined 
to be employee’s or employer’s benefit wages. 

b. If he was discharged from his most recent bona fide work 
for actual or threatened deliberate misconduct committed in 
connection with his work (other than acts mentioned in paragraph a 
of this subdivision (3)) after previous warnings to the individual. 
When an individual is disqualified under this paragraph, or 
exempt from disqualification for a separation under such 
conditions prior to his most recent bona fide work, the effect shall be 
the same as provided in paragraph b of subdivision (2) of this 
section for disqualification or exemption from disqualification 
respectively. 

c. If he was discharged from his most recent bona fide work 
for misconduct connected with his work (other than acts mentioned 
in paragraphs a and b of this subdivision): 

1 . He shall be disqualified from receipt of benefits for the 
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week in which he was discharged and for not less than the two nor 
more than the six next following weeks as determined by the 
director in each case according to the seriousness of the conduct. 

2. The total amount of benefits to which he may otherwise be 
entitled as determined in accordance with sections 25-4-74 and 25- 
4-75 shall be reduced by an amount equal to the product of the 
number of weeks for which he shall be disqualified multiplied by 
his weekly benefit amount. 

3. Only one half of the wages paid to him for that period of 
employment immediately preceding the separation to which the 
disqualification applies shall be determined to be employee’s or 
employer’s benefit wages for the purposes of the experience rating 
provisions of section 25-4-54. If the individual has been separated 
from employment, other than his most recent bona fide work, under 
conditions which would have been disqualifying under paragraph c 
of this subdivision (3) had the separation been from his most recent 
bona fide work and the employer answers a notice of payment 
within 15 days after it is mailed to him detailing the facts in 
connection with the separation, then only one half of the wages paid 
to him for that period of employment immediately preceding the 
separation shall be determined to be employee’s or employer’s 
benefit wages for the purposes of the experience rating provisions 
of section 25-4-54. 

d. If he has been suspended as a disciplinary measure 
connected with his work, or for misconduct connected with his 
work, he shall be disqualified from benefits for the week or weeks 
(not to exceed four weeks) in which or for which he is so suspended 
and the total amount of benefits to which he may otherwise be 
entitled shall be reduced in the same manner and to the same extent 
as provided in subparagraph 2 of paragraph c of this subdivision 
(3). 

(4) REVOCATION OR SUSPENSION OF REQUIRED 
LICENSE, ETC.--For the week in which he has become 
unemployed because a license, certificate, permit, bond or surety 
which is necessary for the performance of such employment and 
which he is responsible to supply has been revoked, suspended, or 
otherwise become lost to him for a cause other than one which would 
fall within the meaning of subdivision (3) of this section, but one 
which was within his power to control, guard against or prevent, 
and for each week thereafter until 

a. Said license, certificate, permit, bond or surety has been 
restored to him and he has reapplied to his employer for 
employment, or 
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b. He has reentered insured employment or employment of 
the nature described in subdivision (5), (6), (7), (8), (9), (10)or (18) of 
subsection (b) of section 25-4-10, whichever is the earlier. 

(5) FAILURE TO ACCEPT AVAILABLE SUITABLE 
WORK, ETC.--If he fails, without good cause, either to apply for or 
to accept available suitable work or to return to his customary self- 
employment when so directed by the director or when he is notified 
of suitable work or it is offered him through a state employment 
office or the United States employment service, or directly or by 
written notice or offer to any such employment office or 
employment service by an employer by whom the individual was 
formerly employed. Such disqualification shall be for a period of 
not less than one nor more than 10 weeks from the date of said 
failure. This disqualification shall not apply unless the individual 
has an established benefit year, or is seeking to establish one or is 
seeking extended benefits at the time he fails without good cause, to 
do any of the acts set out in this subdivision (5). 

a. In determining whether or not any work is suitable for an 
individual, the director shall consider the degree of risk involved to 
his health, safety and morals, his physical fitness and prior 
training, his experience and prior earnings, his length of 
unemployment and prospects for securing local work in his 
customary occupation and the distance of the available work from 
his residence; provided, that no work or employment shall be 
deemed unsuitable because of its distance from the individual’s 
residence, if such work or employment is in the same or 
substantially the same locality as was his last previous regular 
place of employment and if the employee left such voluntarily 
without good cause connected with such employment. 

b. Notwithstanding any other provisions of this chapter, no 
work shall be deemed suitable and benefits shall not be denied 
under this chapter to any otherwise eligible individual for refusing 
to accept new work under any of the following conditions: 

1. If the position offered is vacant due directly to a strike, 
lockout or other labor dispute; 

2. If the wages, hours or other conditions of the work offered 
are substantially less favorable to the individual than those 
prevailing for similar work in the locality; or 

3. If as a condition of being employed the individual would be 
required to join a company union, or to resign from or refrain from 
joining any bona fide labor organization. 

c. Notwithstanding any other provisions of this section, 
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benefits shall not be denied an individual, by reason of the 
application of the provisions of this subdivision (5), with respect to 
any week in which he is in training with the approval of the director 
as described in subdivision (3) of section 25-4-77. 

(6) RECEIPT OF DISMISSAL OR SEPARATION 
ALLOWANCE, ETC.-For any week with respect to which he is 
receiving or has received remuneration in the form of wages in lieu 
of notice, or a dismissal of separation allowance. 

(7) RECEIPT OF OR APPLICATION FOR 
UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION FROM ANOTHER 
STATE, ETC.--For any week with respect to which or a part of 
which he has received or is seeking unemployment benefits under 
an unemployment compensation law of any other state or of the 
United States; provided, that if the appropriate agency of such 
other state or of the United States finally determines that he is not 
entitled to such unemployment benefits this disqualification shall 
not apply. 

(8) RECEIPT OF OR APPLICATION FOR PENSION 
PAYMENT.-For any week with respect to which or a part of 
which he has received or is seeking a pension payment pursuant to 
an employment contract or agreement; provided, that if it is finally 
determined that he is not entitled to such pension payment this 
disqualification shall not apply; and provided further, that no 
claimant shall be disqualified from receiving benefits by virtue of 
the provisions of this subdivision (8) when his benefits are based 
entirely on wages earned from employment other than that from 
which he retired. If the retirement pay, the receipt of which is 
disqualifying under this subdivision (8), is less than the weekly 
benefit which would otherwise be due under this chapter, he shall 
be entitled to receive, if otherwise eligible, weekly benefits reduced 
by the amount of such retirement pay. 

The other provisions of this subdivision (8) notwithstanding, 
the amount of any benefits payable to an individual for any week of 
unemployment which begins after March 31, 1980, and which 
begins in a period with respect to which such individual is receiving 
a governmental or other pension, retirement or retired pay, 
annuity, or any other similar periodic payment which is based upon 
the previous work of such individual shall be reduced (but not below 
zero) by an amount equal to the amount of such pension, retirement 
or retired pay, annuity or other payment for such week, provided 
such reduction is required as a condition for approval of this 
chapter for full tax credit against the tax imposed by the Federal 
Unemployment Tax Act. 
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(9) RECEIPT OF OR APPLICATION FOR WORKMAN’S 
COMPENSATION.--For any week with respect to which or a part 
of which he has received or is seeking compensation for temporary 
disability under any workmen’s compensation law; provided that if 
it is finally determined he is not entitled to such compensation, this 
disqualification shall not apply; and provided further, that if such 
compensation is less than the benefits which would otherwise be 
due under this chapter, he shall be entitled to receive for such week, 
if otherwise eligible, benefits reduced by the amount of such 
payment. 

(10) EMPLOYMENT BY PUBLIC WORKS AGENCY, 
ETC.—For any week that such individual is engaged or employed 
by the works progress administration, the national youth 
administration, or any federal or state unit, agency or 
instrumentality in charge of public works, assistance through 
public employment, or work relief. 

(11) SELF-EMPLOYMENT.—For any week in which he is 
self-employed and each week thereafter until he shall establish that 
he is no longer self-employed. 

(12) RECEIPT OF, OR APPLICATION FOR, TRAINING 
ALLOWANCE, ETC.—For'any week with respect to which or a 
part of which an individual who is enrolled in a course of training 
with the approval of the director, within the meaning of subdivision 
(3) of section 25-4-77, has applied for or is entitled to receive any 
wage or subsistence or training allowance or other form of 
remuneration, other than reimbursement for travel expenses, for a 
course of training under any public or private training program; 
provided that if it is finally determined that he is not entitled to such 
remuneration, this disqualification shall not apply. If the 
remuneration, the receipt of which is disqualifying under this 
subdivision (12), is less than the weekly benefits which he would 
otherwise be due under this chapter he shall be entitled to receive, if 
otherwise eligible, weekly benefits reduced by the amount of such 
remuneration. 

(13) PARTICIPATION IN PROFESSIONAL SPORTS.- 
For any week which commences during the period between two 
successive sport seasons (or similar period) to any individual for 
which benefits claimed are on the basis of any services, 
substantially all of which consist of participating in sports or 
athletic events or training or preparing to so participate, if such 
individual performed such services in the first of such seasons (or 
similar periods) and there is a reasonable assurance that such 
individual will perform such services in the later of such seasons (or 
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similar periods). 

(14) ALIENS.-- 

a. For any week for which benefits claimed are on the basis of 
services performed by an alien unless such alien is an individual 
who was lawfully admitted for permanent residence at the time 
such services were performed, was lawfully present for purposes of 
performing such services, or was permanently residing in the 
United States under color of law at the time such services were 
performed (including an alien who is lawfully present in the United 
States as a result of the application of the provisions of section 
203(a)(7) or section 212(d)(5) of the Immigration and Nationality 
Act). 

b. Any data or information required of individuals applying 
for benefits to determine whether benefits are not payable to them 
because of their alien status shall be uniformly required from all 
applicants for benefits. 

c. In the case of an individual whose application for benefits 
would otherwise be approved, no determination that benefits to 
such individual are not payable because of his alien status shall be 
made except upon a preponderance of the evidence.” 

Section 3. Section 25-4-134, Code of Alabama 1975, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read: 

“§ 25-4-134. Procedures for collection of delinquent 
contribution payments. 

(a) The contributions, interest and penalties required to be 
paid under this chapter shall be a first and prior lien upon all 
property and rights to property, real or personal, of any employer 
subject to this chapter. The lien shall arise at the time the 
contribution report, or the payment of the contributions, as the case 
may be, was due to have been filed with or made to the department 
of industrial relations. The director may file in the office of the 
judge of probate of any county in this state a certificate which shall 
show the name of the department for which it is filed, the amount 
and nature of the contributions, interest and penalties for which a 
lien is claimed together with any costs that may have accrued, the 
name of the employer against whose property a lien for such 
contributions, interest and penalties is claimed and the date 
thereof. An error in the certificate of the amount shall not 
invalidate the lien for the amount actually due. Such certificates 
shall be indexed and recorded under the same provision of law of 
this state relating to the filing and recording of certificates of 
judgment, and without costs; provided, however, that such lien 
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shall be effective as to purchasers, mortgagees and judgment 
creditors only from the time a certificate shall have been duly filed 
for record in the office of the judge of probate in the county wherein 
is located the property to be subjected to such lien. 

(b) Civil actions. 

(1) LIEN.-The director shall insure the payment of the 
amount of any contributions, interest and penalties required to be 
paid under this chapter by filing a lien as prescribed in subsection 
(a) of this section, against any employer who has not made such 
payments by the due date. 

ATTACHMENT, ETC.—If, after due notice, an employer 
defaults in the payment of contributions, interest or penalties 
provided by this chapter, the amount due may be collected by civil 
suit in the name of the director, which shall include the right of 
attachment. Civil actions brought under this section to collect 

penalties thereon from an employer 
shall be heard by the court at the earliest possible date, and shall be 
entitled to preference upon the calendar of the court over all other 
civil actions, except cases arising under chapter 5 of this title and 
article 5 of this chapter. In addition to or independently of the above 
remedy by civil action, the director may proceed in the manner set 
out hereinafter. 

(3) INJUNCTION AGAINST EMPLOYMENT.-After due 
notice an employer failing to make reports or defaulting in any 
payment of contribution or interest thereon, as levied under this 
chapter, for a period of 90 days after the date such reports or 
contributions are due, and who has not ceased to be an employer, as 
provided in sections 25-4-130 and 25-4-131, may be enjoined from 
employing individuals in employment, as defined in this chapter, 
upon the complaint of the director filed in the circuit court of any 
county in which the employer has his or its headquarters or his or its 
primary place of doing business; and such employer failing to make 
reports or to pay contributions levied hereunder shall, as part of the 
court judgment or order, be enjoined from employing individuals in 
employment until such returns shall have been made and the 
contributions shown by any proceedings provided by this chapter to 
be due thereunder shall have been paid to the director. 

(4) Garnishment.-- 

The director shall have authority to issue writs of garnishment 
directed to any sheriff of Alabama on any final assessment made by 
the director and upon such garnishment the sheriff shall proceed 
the same as though the garnishment was issued by a circuit court, 
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and he shall make due return thereof to the director within 60 days 
after the issuance thereof. 

(5) Levy Upon Execution.- 

Whenever any contributions, interest and penalties required to 
be paid under this chapter are not paid within 30 days of the date 
due and upon final assessment in any of the manners provided in 
this section, the director is authorized to issue an execution therefor 
directed to any sheriff of the state of Alabama, commanding him to 
levy upon and sell the real and personal property of the employer 
against whom such execution is directed, found in his county, for 
the payment of contributions and interest due, together with 
penalties assessed. The sheriff shall, within five days after the 
receipt thereof, file with the clerk of the circuit court of his county a 
copy thereof and thereupon the circuit clerk shall enter in the 
judgment roll in the column of judgment debtors the name of the 
employer named in the execution, the amount of contributions, 
interest and penalties for which the execution is issued and the date 
when such copy is filed. The sheriff shall thereupon levy upon any 
property of the employer with like effect and in the manner 
prescribed by law in respect to executions issued upon judgments of 
the circuit court and the remedies of attachment and garnishment 
shall apply fully to such executions, and the officer shall be entitled 
to the same fees for his services as now allowed by law for like 
services, to be collected in the same manner as now provided by law 
for like services. The sheriff shall make due return of such 
execution within 60 days of the issuance thereof to the director and 
upon such return alias executions may be issued by the director and 
such shall be executed in the same manner. Whenever any 
execution is issued by the department of industrial relations for the 
collection of any unemployment compensation taxes owing said 
department by an employer, such execution, duly attested by the 
director of said department, or his authorized agent, shall be 
sufficient warrant to the sheriff to whom the same is directed to 
levy on the property of the employer against whom said execution is 
directed and the sheriff shall forthwith execute such writ without 
demanding or requiring any indemnifying bond or other protective 
obligation and the said writ of execution issued by the department 
for the collection of unemployment taxes due it shall be sufficient 
defense to any civil action for damages on any grounds other than 
the willful, wanton or malicious conduct of the officer making the 
levy. 

Sales under executions issued hereunder shall be held as 
provided by the laws of Alabama. At any such sale the director or 
his authorized agent shall be empowered to act on behalf of the state 
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of Alabama in bidding at any such sale. 

(c) Assessments. 

(1) ASSESSMENT OF CONTRIBUTIONS AND 
PENALTIES DUE.- 

a. If an employer fails to make and file with the department 
any report as and when required by the terms and provisions of this 
chapter or by any rule and regulation of the director for the purpose 
of determining the amount of contributions due by said employer 
under this chapter the director may issue a written notice by 
registered or certified mail to such employer, addressed to his last 
known address or place of business, to make such report or reports 
forthwith, and if such employer fails or refuses to make such report 
within 15 days from the date of such notice, then the director shall 
make a report for such employer upon such information as he may 
reasonably obtain, and shall assess the contributions and penalties 
due thereon and interest at the rate of one percent per month, or 
fraction thereof, from the date such contributions were due. 

b. If an employer who has made and filed with the 
department any report required and such report is signed by the 
employer or his duly authorized representative but he has not paid, 
or has not paid in the correct amount, any contribution due within 
30 days from the date due, then the director shall assess the correct 
amount of contributions due to be paid along with penalties due 
thereon and interest at the rate of one percent per month, or 
fraction thereof, from the date such contributions were due, 
without any further notice or hearing as is provided for in 
subdivision (2) of the subsection (c) and such assessment shall be 
final unless an appeal is taken as is provided in subdivision (3) of 
this subsection (c). 

c. If any report which if filed is deemed by the director to be 
incorrect, incomplete or insufficient, the director may issue a 
written notice by registered or certified mail to such employer, 
addressed to his last known address or place of business, to make 
such report correct, complete or sufficient forthwith, and if such 
employer fails or refuses to do within 15 days from the date of such 
notice, then the director shall make such corrections or completions 
upon such information as he may reasonably obtain and shall, 
without further notice or hearing, assess the contribution and 
penalties due thereon and interest at the rate of one percent per 
month or fraction thereof from the date such contributions were 
due and such assessment shall be final unless an appeal is taken as is 
provided in subdivision (3) of this subsection (c). 
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(2) NOTICE OF ASSESSMENT AND HEARING: 
REVISION OF ASSESSMENT.- 

a. Whenever the director shall make an assessment against 
an employer as provided in this section, the director shall notify the 
employer by registered or certified mail of the amount of such 
assessment and shall notify the employer to appear before him on a 
day named not less than 15 days from the date of such notice and 
show cause why such assessment should not be made final. Such 
appearance may be made by agent or attorney. If no showing is 
made on or before the date fixed in said notice or if such showing is 
not sufficient in the judgment of the director, such assessment shall 
be made final in the amount originally fixed or in such other 
amount as is determined by the director to be correct. If, upon such 
hearing, the director finds the amount due to be different from that 
originally assessed, he shall make the assessment final in the 
correct amount and in all cases shall notify the employer of the 
assessment as finally fixed. A notice by the United States 
registered or certified mail addressed to the employer’s last known 
address or place of business shall be sufficient. Any assessment 
made by the director shall be prima facie correct upon appeal. 

b. If, after the assessment has become final, the employer files 
the report for the period covered by the assessment and the report is 
substantiated by reasonable evidence, the director may, for good 
cause and at his discretion correct the assessment, either upward or 
downward, provided the report and substantiation is filed with him 
not later than four years after the date on which the report 
originally became due. 

(3) APPEAL FROM ASSESSMENTS.- 

a. Whenever any employer who has duly appeared and 
protested an assessment by the director under the provisions of 
paragraph (l)a of subdivision (1) of this subsection (b), is 
dissatisfied with the assessment as finally made, he may appeal as 
provided in this subdivision (3); however, no appeal shall lie in cases 
where the employer has failed to appear and protest. 

b. If an employer against whom an assessment is made by the 
director is dissatisfied with the final assessment as fixed by the 
director under any of the provisions of subdivision (1) of this 
subsection (b) and duly protests the fixing of the same, he may 
appeal from said final assessment to the circuit court of 
Montgomery county, or to the circuit court of the county in which 
the employer resides or has his principal place of business, if the 
employer has within the state a permanent residence, at the option 
of the employer, by filing notice of appeal with the director and with 
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the register of the circuit court of the county to which appeal shall 
be taken, within 30 days of the date of the final assessment made 
and entered on the minutes of the department, and in addition 
thereto by giving bond conditioned to pay all costs, to be filed with 
and approved by the register or clerk of the court to which the 
appeal shall be ta Uo n. The employer shall pay the assessment so 
made before the appeal is filed, or the court shall upon motion 
dismiss such appeal, unless at the time of taking the appeal the 
employer has executed a supersedeas bond with sufficient sureties 
to be approved by the register or clerk of the court to which the 
appeal shall be taken in double the amount of contributions, 
interest and penalties, payable to the director, conditioned to pay all 
contributions, interest, penalties and costs found to be due the 
department of industrial relations. In such appeal, the employer 
shall be styled the appellant and the director shall be styled the 
appellee. The assessment made by the director shall be prima facie 
correct, and the burden shall be on the employer to show that such 
assessment is incorrect. The circuit court, or court of civil appeals 
or the supreme court of Alabama on appeal, may, if it be of the 
opinion from all the evidence that the assessment as made is either 
too high or too low, fix the amount of such assessment. The court 
shall hear such appeals according to its own rules and methods of 
procedure so far as practicable and shall decide all questions both 
as to legality of the assessment and the amount thereof. No court 
shall have the power to enjoin the payment of any contributions, 
interest or penalty due on such assessment so appealed or to 
suspend the payment thereof. From the judgment of the circuit 
court, the employer or the director may appeal to the court of civil 
appeals if the amount involved, exclusive of interest and costs, does 
not exceed $10,000.00, or to the supreme court of Alabama if said 
amount exceeds $10,000.00, within 30 days of the rendition of the 
judgment upon giving such security for the cost of such appeal as 
approved by the register or clerk of the circuit court from which the 
appeal shall be taken. If upon such appeal the assessment made by 
the director is reduced, the court, upon proof of payment of said 
contributions, interest and penalties, shall ascertain and recite 
such fact in the judgment and shall ascertain and determine by its 
judgment and order the amount of contributions, interest and 
penalties which was invalid and the director shall thereupon 
refund to the employer the amount so ascertained by the court to be 
invalid. 

(4) COLLECTION OF ASSESSMENTS.- 

If contributions, interest or penalties are not paid within 15 
days from the date of final assessment where no appeal is taken, or 
within 15 days of the date upon which any decision is issued upon an 
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appeal is made final, the director shall take any action to collect as 
he may be authorized by any provisions of this section. 

(d) Bonds. 

(1) SURETY BOND OR CASH DEPOSIT FROM 
CONTRACTOR.--Any contractor primarily engaged in contract 
construction who is or becomes an employer, as defined by this 
chapter, and who is or becomes delinquent for any contributions 
due under this chapter may be required to post with the director a 
blanket surety bond by a licensed surety company authorized to do 
business in the state of Alabama in any amount which the director 
shall determine to be sufficient for the payment of all 
unemployment compensation taxes which will be due to the state 
for a period of not less than one year by virtue of its operations. In 
the alternative, said contractor may file a surety bond with respect 
to each contract. Further, in lieu of such security bond, he or it may 
deposit with the director in cash an amount equal thereto. These 
deposits shall be held by the director in a special deposit fund 
account established for that purpose; provided further, no bond or 
cash deposit shall be required for an amount to exceed $10,000.00 
unless in the opinion of the director a larger amount is necessary. 

(2) WITHHOLDING OF LICENSE FROM CONTRAC- 
TOR.--The Alabama state licensing board for general contractors 
or any other licensing agency of the state of Alabama is hereby 
authorized to, and upon petition by the director shall, withhold any 
license from any contractor subject to the provisions of this section 
until the provisions of this subsection (d) have been complied with. 

(3) RELEASE OF CONTRACTOR.—Any “employer” 
contractor shall cease to be subject to the provisions of this 
subsection (d) after he or it has been an employer as defined in this 
chapter and has paid all contributions due under the provisions of 
this chapter. Any employer who ceases to be subject to the 
provisions of this subsection (d) as provided in this subdivision (3) or 
was expected under the provisions of subdivision (l)*of this 
subsection (d) and who later became delinquent for any 
contributions shall again become subject’to such provisions until he 
or it again becomes eligible for release in accordance with the 
provisions of this subsection (d). When any contractor ceases 
operations or is otherwise released from the requirements under 
this section, he or it shall be entitled to have his or her bond 
cancelled or cash deposit refunded upon payment of all 
contributions, interest and penalties due under the provisions of 
this chapter. 

(4) PROCEEDING AGAINST SURETY, ETC.-If an 
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“employer” contractor fails to pay any contributions, interest and 
penalties provided for in this chapter when they become due, the 
director may call upon the surety company for the payment thereof 
or cause them to be paid by deducting the amount due from the 
contractor’s cash deposit. Any employer subject to the provisions of 
this subsection (d) who fails to comply thereto shall be enjoined 
from any further operations until the provisions of this subsection 
(d) have been complied with.” 

Section 4. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 5. If any provision of this act or the application 
thereof to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the invalidity 
does not affect other provisions or applications of the act which can 
be given effect without the invalid provision or application, and for 
this purpose the provisions of this act are severable. 

Section 6. This act to take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a 
law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Jackson County; relating to the county commission; creating a 
department of public works for the county; providing for the construction, 
maintenance and repair of county roads and bridges; providing for the 
classification and responsibilities of certain employees and their compensation 
therefor; providing for duties of a county engineer; establishing temporary 
additional expense allowances for the chairman and members of the Jackson County 
Commission for a period during the transition from a “captive county” highway 
program to a county system; and providing that the provisions of this act shall be 
contingent on the passage of certain legislation. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . There is hereby created a department of public 
works in Jackson County for the construction, maintenance, and 
repair of county roads and bridges, and the supervision of solid 
waste systems. 

Section 2. The department of public works shall have the 
power and authority and be solely responsible for the construction,

repair and maintenance of the roads, bridges, and ferries and all 
such construction, repair and maintenance shall be done on the 
basis of the county as a unit, without regard to district or quadrant 
lines. 

Section 3. Any unexpended monies remaining in the fund 
required by law to be maintained by the state highway department 
for the use in the construction, repair and maintenance of county 
roads, bridges, and ferries in Jackson County shall be paid over to 
the county department of public works and deposited to the account 
of the county treasury, except as otherwise provided by this act. 
Thereafter, all funds and monies designated by law for use in the 
construction, repair and maintenance of county roads, bridges, and 
ferries, to which the county may be entitled, whether from the 
proceeds of the state gasoline tax, the motor vehicle license tax, or 
other state tax, or any federal aid accruals, or from any other source 
whatsoever, shall be paid to the county treasury designated for the 
county department of public works. 

Section 4. The county commission may request the state 
highway director to send to its county candidates for county 
professional engineer, or they may on their own, employ a person 
who is a qualified registered professional engineer and who is 
experienced in the construction and maintenance of roads and 
highways and who is a non-county resident to head the department 
of public works in Jackson County, hereafter referred to as the 
county engineer. During his employment, the engineer shall devote 
his entire time and attention to the maintenance and construction of 
county roads, bridges, and ferries and he shall reside in Jackson 
County. He shall select for the transfer to the county department of 
public works up to 75% of the state employees, at their option, who 
presently are employed by the state highway department, and who 
in the twelve (12) calendar months immediately preceding the 
effective date of this act have spent more than 50 percent of their 
productive work time, according to the official payroll records of 
the state highway department, in the construction, repair, and 
maintenance of county roads and bridges in the county. Any state 
employee who meets this criteria and who wishes to be employed by 
the county will receive the same salary and benefits he received at 
the beginning of January 1979, and shall remain a member of the 
state retirement system. However, any state employee who may 
transfer to the county must retire as soon as retirement becomes 
available. Monies for retirement payments of the employees of the 
department of public works may come out of the road fund. The 
county commission shall set the classification and salary of the 
assistant engineer and all other department of public works 
employees. There shall exist a six month probationary period 
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before any new employee may become a certified employee of the 
department of public works. Seventy percent of the county 
engineer’s salary shall be paid by the state as set forth in Section 11- 
6-4 of the Code of Alabama 1975. If the county engineer appoints an 
engineer trainee then the state shall provide fifty percent of his 
salary as set forth in Section 11-6-23 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 
The county commission may discharge the county engineer after 
notifying the state highway director thirty days prior to 
terminating his duties. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the county engineer: 

(1) to employ, supervise and direct all such assistants as are 
necessary to properly maintain and construct the public roads, 
highways, bridges and ferries of the county, and he shall have 
authority to prescribe their duties, and to discharge said employees 
for cause, or when not needed; 

(2) to perform such engineering and surveying services as 
may be required, and to repair and maintain the necessary maps 
and records; 

(3) to maintain the necessary accounting records to reflect the 
cost of the county highway system; 

(4) to build or construct any roads, or change old roads; 

(5) it shall be his further duty, insofar as it is feasible, to 
construct and maintain all county roads on the basis of the county as 
a unit, without regard to any district, quadrant or beat lines; 

(6) to utilize the county convict labor; 

(7) to maintain public cemetery driveways within the county; 

(8) to receive, maintain and keep current subdivision plats 
and all buried utility maps; 

(9) to weigh vehicles on county highways; 

(10) to grant authority for any excavation on the right-of- 
ways along county highways; 

(11) to prescribe and enforce specifications for the 
construction of any new roads; 

(12) to actively seek available state and federal funds at the 
request of the county commission; 

(13) and to supervise the county garbage system. 

Section 6. The county engineer is hereby designated as the 
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person authorized to make requisitions in writing to the county 
commission for per diem and other expenses; provided, however, 
when contracts are to be let or when equipment is to be purchased, 
involving more than $2,000.00, the engineer shall notify the county 
commission two weeks in advance and shall obtain its approval and 
signatures of the commissioners for such transaction. The engineer 
shall purchase all articles, materials, supplies, and equipment 
when possible through the state highway department; he shall at all 
times obtain at least three bids on such items; and he shall use 
standardized equipment, where possible, so that more companies 
may bid on such. The engineer shall post a monthly ledger on the 
wall of the entry of the office of the department of public works, 
visible to the public, with a statement of all articles, material and 
equipment purchased in the prior month, stating both the price and 
from whom the purchases were made. 

Section 7. The county commission shall furnish office 
supplies, and shall furnish him with necessary transportation in 
connection with his duties under this act. The county engineer is the 
only department of public works employee authorized to drive a 
county vehicle to and from the job. However, at times when county 
vehicles are long distances from the central county shop, such 
vehicles may be left overnight in the custody of a trustworthy 
person until the next work day; provided, however, it shall be 
unlawful for any person to use any county equipment or material on 
any private property and any person upon conviction therefor shall 
be fined not less than $500.00. In cases where the department of 
public works does work for other county agencies or schools, it must 
keep records of such and charge them as though they were of the 
private sector, provided, however, the county commission may 
reimburse such agencies or schools in its discretion. 

Section 9. The county engineer shall be the custodian of all 
road tools, machinery, supplies and equipment of the county; and he 
shall be accountable for the same. It shall be the further duty of the 
county engineer to inspect all materials, machinery, equipment, 
and supplies purchased for use on public roads, bridges and ferries 
and the garbage system, when the same is delivered, and the same 
shall not be accepted and paid for without first having been 
approved by him. The county engineer shall keep on file in his 
office, at all times, an up-to-date inventory, containing a list of all 
said tools, machinery, equipment and supplies belonging to 
Jackson County. 

Section 10. No materials, supplies, or equipment may be 
traded, loaned, leased, or rented by the county engineer without the 
approval of the county commission, and under no circumstance 
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shall there be any county material, supplies, or equipment sold 
unless advertised for four consecutive weeks in a local newspaper 
and sold at a public auction to the highest bidder. 

Section 11. The authority of the county engineer shall be 
limited to the expenditure of funds, as may be appropriated by the 
county commission, for the purpose of constructing, maintaining or 
repairing public roads, bridges and ferries and the supervision of 
the solid waste system of the county. The county commission, 
however, is authorized from time to time within such period to 
increase the amount so appropriated, to be expended by the county 
engineer during the period, and may deposit such to the account of 
the department of public works, when such authorization will not 
conflict with provisions of Section 11-8-3 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, and provided, further that if such funds are then available, 
and are not set aside by the highway department or by the present 
county commission, upon the effective date of this act, it shall be the 
duty of the county commission to set aside a sufficient portion of 
said funds for the maintenance of said roads, bridges and ferries 
and supervision of the garbage system until after the first meeting 
in October of the year following approval of this act. All monies 
designated for roads must be kept in a separate account. 

Section 12. All expenditures for salaries, labor, benefits, 
insurance, supplies, materials and all other expenses related to the 
construction, maintenance and repair of county roads, bridges and 
ferries shall come from the road fund. All monies designated for 
roads and bridges must be maintained in a separate account 
entitled, “the account of the department of public works.” 

Section 13. Before entering upon his duties the county 
engineer shall make and enter into a surety bond in the amount of 
twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) payable to the county, 
conditioned for the faithful discharge and performance of his duties 
as such engineer, and for the faithful accounting of all monies or 
property of the county, which may come into his possession or 
custody. The bond shall be executed by a surety company 
authorized and qualified to do business in Alabama, and shall be 
approved by each county commission. The premiums on the bonds 
shall be paid by the county. 

Section 14. The chairman and each member of the Jackson 
County commission shall be paid an additional $100.00 (one 
hundred) per month for nine consecutive months following the 
effective date of this act; thereafter, such allowance shall be 
decreased to $1.00 (one dollar) per month and shall so continue for 
each commissioner until the expiration of the terms of office of the 
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respective members. Upon the expiration of the terms of office of 
the respective members of the county commission the expense 
allowance for each member shall be in the same amount provided 
by law prior to the effective date of this act. Such expense allowance 
shall be paid on the same basis as now provided by law for expense 
allowances. 

Section 15. The county commission shall set the salary of the 
county engineer and the county’s portion of such salary shall be not 
less than seven thousand dollars ($7,000) per annum, which sum 
shall be payable from the funds of the county treasury designated 
for the department of public works. 

Section 16. If the provisions of House Bill 540 of the 1979 
Regular Session, as amended or substituted, are not enacted into 
law, the provisions of this act shall become null and void. 

Section 17. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 18. All laws or parts of laws , whether general, 
special or local, which conflict with this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 19. This act shall become effective on October 1, 
1979, after its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law, except as otherwise herein provided.

To amend Section 12-17-144, Code of Alabama 1975, which relates to prior 
service credit for benefits of supernumerary circuit clerks and registers, so as to 
allow the circuit clerks or registers prior service credit for time spent as probate 
judge. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 12-17-144, Code of Alabama 1975, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 12-17-144. (a) Prior service credit may be obtained 
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by a clerk or register in office on October 1,1976, for years served in 
the individual capacity of clerk or register on a continuous basis. 
Prior service credit must either be for time served as clerk or as 
register without allowance for service as both clerk and register; 
provided, that prior service credit for each individual position may 
not be combined. A person seeking to qualify as supernumerary 
clerk shall count only time served as clerk, and one seeking to 
qualify as supernumerary register shall count only time served as 
register. Prior service credit may also be obtained by a clerk or 
register for any years served in the capacity of probate judge, 
provided such service as probate judge was continuous. If any 
person subject to the provisions of this division shall seek to obtain 
prior service as either clerk or register, he shall contribute to the 
clerks’ and registers’ supernumerary fund, state of Alabama, for 
each year for which prior service credit is sought up to a maximum 
of 15 years.

However, any official who 
otherwise qualifies may become eligible upon October 1, 1978, or

“(b) Payments necessary for prior service credit shall be 
computed as follows: 

“(1) Circuit clerks shall contribute an amount equal to five 
percent of their salary or, if on fees, the base sum payable by the 
state as salary to circuit clerks pursuant to section 12-17-142, for 
each year for which prior service credit is sought; and 

“(2) Circuit registers shall contribute an amount equal to five 
percent of the highest net annual income received for services 
rendered for any one year of the three years next preceding 
February 14, 1975.

Section 2. Any active and contributing member of the 
Employees Retirement System of Alabama who on October 1, 
1979, is an employee of an employer participating in the retirement 
system under Code of Alabama 1975, Section 36-27-6 and who has 
rendered creditable service to such employer prior to the date the 
employer’s participation commenced, but who is precluded from 
obtaining credit therefor under the retirement system for reasons 
other than having been a nonmember, may hereby claim and 
purchase credit for any such prior service as an employee of any 
county having a population of not less than 50,000 nor more than 
52,500 according to the 1970 or any subsequent federal decennial 
census provided he shall comply with all the provisions of this Act. 

Section 3. Any member eligible to claim and purchase credit 
for prior service under Section 2 hereof shall be awarded such 
credit under the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama 
provided he shall pay to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Employees’ 
Retirement System of Alabama, on or before January 1,1980 a sum 
equal to the total contributions which he would have contributed 
during such period of prior service based on his annual 
compensation in each year of prior service claimed at the 
percentage rate of member contribution prevailing at the time 
payment is made hereunder, plus interest at eight per centum (8%) 
compounded annually until the date of repayment. 

Section 4. In addition to all other conditions and 
prerequisites for prior service credit hereunder, any member 
claiming such prior service credit must and shall be on the date 
payment is made a full time and permanent employee of the 
employer for whom the prior service was rendered.

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REPORT OF THE STATE JUDICIAL COMPENSATION 
COMMISSION TO THE 1979 SESSION OF THE 
ALABAMA LEGISLATURE 


The Judicial Compensation Commission created by Sec¬ 
tion 6.09 of Article VI of the Constitution of Alabama hereby 
files its renort with the Alabama Legislature within the first 
five (5) calendar days of the 1979 regular session as is pro¬ 
vided by said section of the Constitution. 

The Commission has met and carefully considered what 
recommendations it should make to this Legislature relative 
to the salaries to be paid the Judges of this State from the 
State Treasury, except Probate Judges and Municipal Judges 
as it is charged with doing by the Judicial Article of the State 
Constitution heretofore adopted. 

The Commission, after studying the Judicial structure of 
other States, finds that the Appellate Court Judges of the 
State of Alabama are among the lowest paid Judges (ranking 
thirtv-second in the Nation) as reported by the National Cen¬ 
ter of State Courts’ Survey of Judicial Salaries as of July, 1978. 

The Commission finds that the Circuit Court Judges of 
our State rank forty-eighth in salary nationally and are the 
lowest paid in the Southeast. That the Circuit Court Judges 
have had only one ten percent (10'#) raise since 1973. 

The newness of the District Court compels the Commission 
to recommend that a reasonable compensation be awarded Dis¬ 
trict Court Judges in order to attract capable lawyers to seek 
this office. 

Alabama has been fortunate, in the past, in attracting the 
finest legal minds to its Judicial family. We feel that it is 
imperative that a reasonable compensation be paid to continue 
this high standard. 

THEREFORE, we recommend to the Legislature as follows: 

a. The salary of the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Alabama shall be $47,500.00 annually and the salary of each 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court shall be $47,000.00. 

The Commission feels that since this is the highest Court 
and is the Court of last resort in this State, that its members 
should receive the highest compensation of the State Judiciary. 

b. The salary of the Presiding Judges of the Courts of 
Civil and Criminal Appeals respectively shall be $46,500.00 an¬ 
nually and the salary of the Associate Justices of those Courts 
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shall be $46,000.00 annually, paid from the vState Treasury. 

c. The salaries of the Judges of the Circuit Courts of the 
State shall be $34,000.00 annually, paid from the State Treasury. 

d. The salaries of the Judges of the District Court shall 

be ninety percent (90 ) of the annual salary paid the Circuit 

Court Judges paid by the State Treasury.

DISSENT 


I respectfully dissent. 

As a member of the electorate, I am persuaded that when 
a man is elected to public office he accepts a fiduciary duty to 
execute that office to the best of his ability for the term for 
which he was elected at the rate of pay which was known to 
be in effect for the term for which he was elected. That ap¬ 
pears to ask no more of an elected official than any other per¬ 
son who is employed for a fixed term to do a particular job 
for a stated amount. Perhaps, this argument would be less valid 
if pay were somehow based on quality or productivity and could 
be either raised or diminished during the term of office. But 
the Fathers of the Judicial Amendment were careful to see 
that even if a judge’s pay was not raised at least it could not 
be diminished during his term of office. See Constitution of 
Alabama, 1901, Amendment No. 328, 6.09 (d). If the judges 
are protected from the taxpayers against a cut in pay, are not 
the taxpayers entitled to be protected from the judges against 
a raise in pay? 

As a citizen, I am concerned, as are most of my fellow 
Americans, about inflation, which I am convinced is brought 
about by excessive spending by all levels of government. People 
continuously bemoan this problem and wail that “they” should 
do something about it. But this time, the “they” is me. I am 
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not one voter amone thousands or millions. Rather, I am one 
Commissioner out of five and thus more so than ever response 
ble for anv nersonal action which is detrimental to the economic 
interest of my country hy increasing the cost of government 
and therefore increasing the rate of inflation. 

For the reasons stated, I disagree with my brothers and 
recommend to the Legislature that the salary and expense al¬ 
lowance to be paid from the State Treasury for Appellate, Cir¬ 
cuit and District Judges of this State remain unchanged.

WHEREAS, without some established procedure for the 
random selection of prospective jurors to fill the master jury 
box, the several jury commissions of this state will be left with¬ 
out an established procedure or guide as to the manner of ob¬ 
taining names of prospective jurors at random from the mas¬ 
ter jury list as was provided in Section 4(c) of said Act No. 594: 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS ORDERED, pursuant to the 
authority of Section 6.11 of Amendment No. 328 to the Con¬ 
stitution of Alabama of 1901 which authorizes and empowers 
the Supreme Court of Alabama to make and promulgate rules 
of administration in all courts of this state, that the following 
rule of judicial administration be* and the same is hereby, 
adopted by the Supreme Court of Alabama as follows: 

RULE 46 

PROCEDURE TO ESTABLISH MASTER JURY BOX 

The name or identifying numbers of prospective jm'ors 
to be placed in the master jury box, as provided for by Act 
No. 594, Regular Session 1978, as amended by Act No. 11, 
Second Special Session 1978, shall be selected by the jury com¬ 
mission at random from the master list as follows: The total 
number of names on the master list shall be divided by the 
total number of names to be placed in the master jury box and 
the whole number next greater than the quotient shall be the 
“key number/ except that the key number shall never be less 
than two. A “starting number’' for making the selection shall 
then be determined by a random method from the numbers 1 
to the key number, both inclusive. The required number of 
names shall then be selected from the master list by taking in 
order the first name on the master list corresponding to the 
starting number and then successively the names appearing on 
the master list at intervals equal to the key number, recom¬ 
mencing if necessary at the start of the list until the required 
number of names has been selected. Upon recommencing at the 
start of the list, or if additional names are subsequently to be 
selected for the master jury box, names previously selected from 
the master list shall be disregarded in selecting additional 
names.

In all cases in which the death has been imposed, upon

thereof, whenever such error has or probably has adversely 
affected the substantial right of the appellant/

A “starting number” for making the selection shall then be 
determined by a random method from the numbers 1 to the 
key number, both inclusive. The required number of names 
shall then be selected from the master list by taking in order 
the first name on the master list corresponding to the starting 
number and then successively the names appearing on the mas¬ 
ter list at intervals equal to the key number, recommencing 
if necessary at the start of the list until the required number 
of names has been selected. Upon recommencing at the start 
of the list, or if additional names are subsequently to be se¬ 
lected for the master jury box, names previously selected from 
the master list shall be disregarded in selecting additional 
names.

IT IS, THEREFORE- ORDERED that Rule 19, Alabama 
Rules of Judicial Administration, be, and it is hereby, amended 
to read as follows: 


RULE 19 

UNIFORM TRAFFIC INFRACTIONS 

(A) Complaint and summons; use; forms. — 

(1) Traffic complaint and summons. — The complaint 
and summons used in all traffic cases shall be the “Uniform 
Traffic Ticket and Complaint.” 
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12) TTse of ticket. — The uniform traffic ticket and com¬ 
plaint shall be used in all traffic cases in all courts of the 
state. Anv ticket nrooerly issued bv a law enforcement of¬ 
ficer shall be accented for filing and disnosition in any court 
having jurisdiction over the alleged offense. 

(3) Form of traffic comnlaint and summons. — The 
form, content and numbering schemes of the uniform traffic 
ticket and comnlaint shall be prescribed by the administrative 
director of courts (ADC). 

(4) Issuance of tickets to law enforcement officers. — 
Each law enforcement agency shall issue the tickets for use 
by each officer within that agency. Each law enforcement 
agency shall obtain its supply of the uniform traffic ticket 
and complaint through purchasing and distribution channels 
prescribed by the ADC. 

(5) Accountability for tickets. — 

(a) Law enforcement agencies. — Each law enforcement 
agency shall be responsible for the proper accounting and use 
of all uniform traffic tickets and complaints stocked by that 
agency. All law enforcement officers issuing a traffic ticket 
shall complete and sign the ticket, serve a copy of the com¬ 
pleted ticket upon the defendant and, without unnecessary delay, 
normally within 48 hours, file the court copies of the uniform 
traffic ticket and complaint with the court. 

(b) Courts — The presiding judge, judge or clerk of each 
court shall designate personnel to be responsible for accounting 
for all uniform, traffic tickets and complaints used in said 
court. Said personnel shall be responsible for the proper dis¬ 
position and accounting of said tickets and shall cause to be 
prepared and submitted records and reports relating to the 
uniform traffic ticket and complaint on a regular, systematic 
basis, not less than monthly, to the ADC. 

(B) Schedule of fines. — 

(1) All courts shall post the applicable schedule of fines 
and costs for minor traffic infractions. This schedule shall 
be distributed to all law enforcement agencies and officers 
operating within the jurisdiction of the court and shall be 
prominently displayed in the offices of the magistrates and 
clerks of court. 

(2) Schedule of fines. — 

(a) Schedule of fines. — The following fines are pre¬ 
scribed for traffic infractions in district and municipal courts: 
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Blocking the highway $25.00 

Driving on wrong side of road 25.00 

Failure to dim 10.00 

Failure to stop at railroad crossing 5.00 

Failure to yield right of way 10.00 

Following too closely 10.00 

Improper brakes 10.00 

Improper lights 10.00 

Improper mufflers 10.00 

Improper passing 10.00 

Improper signal 5.00 

Improper turn 10.00 

Littering highway 10.00 

No helmet (motorcycle rider) 5.00 

Running red light 10.00 

Running stop sign 10.00 

Speeding (unaggravated cases) 20.00 


Provided, in the event the defendant fails to appear on 
the scheduled court date, the court in its discretion may increase 
the amount of fine herein scheduled. 

(b) Municipal court. — 

(i) In addition to the fines enumerated in (B) (2) above, 
a municipality may, by municipal ordinance, establish a sched¬ 
ule of tines for the summary disposition of additional traffic 
offenses; provided, however, that the following violations shall 
be excluded from such schedule: 

(1) violations resulting in personal injury; 

(2) operation or possession of motor vehicles while in¬ 
toxicated ; 

(3) reckless driving; 

(4) felonies or indictable offenses; 

(5) operation of motor vehicles without operator’s li¬ 
cense or while license is suspended or revoked; and 

(6) where the alleged offense is a moving violation and 
the alleged offender has' previously been convicted of two or 
more moving violations within the preceding 12 months. 

(ii) The governing body of a municipality shall have 
the power to establish a fine and cost schedule for the sum¬ 
mary disposition of parking offenses and shall administratively 
adjudicate all such offenses regardless of whether a munici¬ 
pality has abolished its court and elected to come with the dis¬ 
trict court system. The governing body of a municipality may 
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appoint magistrates to determine parking offense disputes. 
Appeals from such administrative adjudication shall lie to the 
appropriate circuit court for a trial de novo in accordance with 
the provisions of Code of Alabama, Sections 12-11-30, 12-14-70 
and 12-14-71. 

(C) Procedures. — 

(1) Defendant’s appearance, plea and waiver of trial. — 
A defendant charged with a traffic infraction where a sched¬ 
ule of fines has been prescribed by rule or by a municipality 
which lawfully may be processed by a magistrate may, within 
seven days, or, in the discretion of the magistrate, not later 
than 24 hours before the couH- date shown on the ticket: 

(1) appear in person at the magistrate’s office, sign the 
plea of guilty and waiver of trial provision on the ticket and 
pay the fine and costs; provided, that the magistrate retains 
the copy of the ticket; or 

(ii) sign the guilty plea and waiver of trial provisions on 
the ticket and mail the ticket and the amount of the fine and 
costs to the clerk of the court. Remittance by mail of the 
fine and costs constitutes a guilty plea and waiver of trial 
whether or not the guilty plea and waiver of trial provision 
on the ticket are signed by the defendant. Should the amount 
tendered be insufficient, such money received by the magistrate 
or clerk shall be considered to be a partial payment of the law¬ 
ful penalty, applied by the clerk to the fines and costs and 
disbursed as required by law. The clerk may give notice of 
such insufficiency and a supplemental summons or warrant of 
arrest shall be issued for the offender’s arrest, and a judgment 
shall be entered by the magistrate or court for the balance of 
the penalty due. 

(2) Issuance of notice, summons or warrant. — When a 
defendant fails to appear pursuant to a ticket issued to him, 
the court may in its discretion issue further notice and in¬ 
crease the amount of fine herein scheduled, or issue a supple¬ 
mental summons or warrant and forfeit bail according to law, 
the case thereafter being disposed of as a court case upon the 
arrest of the defendant. 

(3) Fines and court costs paid to clerk of the court. — 
Fines and costs from the summary disposition of minor traffic 
infractions shall be paid to the clerk of the court, who shall 
dispense said funds as provided by law; provided, however- 
that magistrates serving outside the office of clerk shall trans¬ 
fer all records, including the ticket and plea of guilty, within 
48 hours of receipt thereof, and all fines and costs in accordance 
with rules adopted by the ADC. 
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(D) Declaration of approval. — The uniform traffic ticket 
and complaint, which is attached hereto and marked as Attach¬ 
ment One to this rule, is hereby approved and declared to be 
sufficient for each of the offenses listed therein.

Appeal as of right — When taken. 

(a) Appeals generally. 

(1) Except as otherwise provided herein, in all cases in 
which an appeal is permitted by law as of right to the supreme 
court or to a court of appeals, the notice of appeal required 
by Rule 3 shall be filed with the clerk of the trial court within 
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42 days (six weeks) of the date of the entry of the judgment 
or order appealed from. In appeals from the following orders 
or judgments, such notice of appeal shall be filed within 14 
days (two weeks) of the date of the entry of the order or judg¬ 
ment appealed from: (A) any interlocutory order granting, 
continuing, modifying, refusing, or dissolving an injunction, 
or refusing to dissolve or modify an injunction; (B) any inter¬ 
locutory order appointing or refusing to appoint a receiver; 
(C) any interlocutory order determining the right to public 
office; and (D) any judgment in an action for the validation 
of public obligations, including anv action wherein a judgment 
is entered with respect to the validity of obligations of the State 
of Alabama or any agency or instrumentality thereof.

WHEREAS, the Alabama Rules of Judicial Administra¬ 
tion were adopted by the Supreme Court of Alabama on Oc¬

WHERE AS, the Standing Committee on the Alabama Rules 
of Judicial Administration has submitted to the Court proposed 
amendments to Rules 18 and 19 of said Rules; and 

WHEREAS, the Supreme Court has given consideration to 
the amendment of Rules 18 and 19 of the Alabama Rules of 
Judicial Administration, 

IT IS, THEREFORE- ORDERED that Rules 18 and 19, 
Alabama Rules of Judicial Administration, be, and they are 
hereby, amended to read as follows: 

RULE 18 
MAGISTRATES 

I. Administrative agency established. There is hereby 
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established an administrative agency within the State of Ala¬ 
bama to be known as the “magistrates agency,” which shall be 
composed of the persons and classes of persons hereinafter de¬ 
scribed. The persons and classes of persons who constitute 
the magistrates agency herein created shall serve at the pleasure 
of the appointing authority, except as otherwise provided herein, 
and shall exercise the powers and authority granted by this 
rule, other applicable rules and as provided by law. 

II. Magistrates agency composition. The magistrates 
agency herein created shall be organized in two divisions, a 
district court magistrates agency division and a municipal court 
magistrates agency division, which may be utilized by munici¬ 
palities maintaining a municipal court. 

(A) District Court Magistrates Agency Division. 

(1) Prior to selection of magistrates and warrant clerks, 
the administrative director of courts (ADC) shall confer with 
the presiding circuit judge to determine the need and number 
of warrant clerks or magistrates, as well as the locations to be 
served by such officials. 

(2) The district court magistrates agency division shall 
include magistrates selected as follows: 

(a) All clerks of state trial courts and any person within 
the clerk’s office designated by the clerk to serve as a magis¬ 
trate ; 

(b) All persons serving as full-time magistrates or war¬ 
rant clerks on September 1, 1976, including those magistrates 
or warrant clerks who are and will continue to be merit system 
employees; 

(c) All persons appointed to serve as magistrates by the 
ADC, upon recommendation and nomination by the judge or 
judges and the clerk of the district court; and 

(d) Any judges of a court inferior to the circuit court in 
any county, municipal judges excluded, who are not qualified 
under the provisions of Amendment 328 to the Constitution of 
Alabama to continue to be a judge and whose judgeship is 
abolished by said Amendment 328 prior to the expiration of 
his term, may elect to automatically become a magistrate for 
the duration of his unexpired term as a judge, provided such 
election is made in writing and filed with the secretary of state 
prior to January 1, 1977. 

(3) Authority of Magistrates in the District Court Magis¬ 
trates Agency. Magistrates shall be considered the chief of¬ 
ficers of the district court magistrates agency, subject to the 
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administrative division of the clerk of the district court. The 
powers of a district court magistrate shall be limited to: 

(a) Issuance of arrest warrants, setting of bail under the 
direction of the court and. where such magistrate is licensed 
to practice law in Alabama, issuance of search warrants; 

(b) Granting of bail under the direction of the court in 
minor misdemeanor prosecutions; and 

(c) Receiving of pleas of guilty in minor misdemeanors 
where a schedule of fines has been suggested by rules.

(5) On or before the tenth of each month, or upon order 


by the presiding judge of the district court, magistrates shall 
transfer all monies and records coming within their possession 
and control in their official capacity during the preceding cal¬ 
endar month to the clerk’s office for an accounting; provided, 
however, that all monies and records relating to the summary 
disposition of traffic offenses shall be transferred to the clerk 
pursuant to Rule 19(C)(3) of these rules. 
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(6) In addition to magistrates as heretofore provided, 
warrant issuing magistrates, to be known as warrant clerks, 
may be appointed by the administrative director of courts 
(ADC) upon the recommendation and nomination of the dis¬ 
trict court judges or judges and the clerk serving such court. 
However, the ADC is authorized to appoint any city clerk of a 
municipality with a population of 1,000 or more. These war¬ 
rant clerks shall be empowered to issue warrants pursuant to 
Section 12-17-251 (c) (1), Code of Alabama. Warrant clerks 
shall keep such records and follow such procedures as directed 
by the ADC. 

(B) Municipal Court Magistrates Agency Division. 

(1) The municipal court magistrates agency division shall 
be composed of magistrates selected as follows: 

(a) All clerks of municipal courts and any person within 
the clerk’s office designated by the ADC, upon recommenda¬ 
tion of the clerk, to serve as a magistrate; and 

(b) All persons appointed to serve as magistrates by the 
ADC, upon recommendation by municipal judges. 

(2) Authority of Magistrates in the Municipal Court Mag¬ 
istrates Agency. Magistrates shall be considered the chief of¬ 
ficers of the municipal court magistrates agency, subject to the 
administrative direction of the clerk of the municipal court. 
The powers of a municipal court magistrate shall be limited to: 

(a) Issuance of arrest warrants; 

(b) Granting of bail under the direction of the court in 
minor misdemeanor prosecutions; and 

(c) Receiving of pleas of guilty in minor misdemeanors 
where a schedule of fines has been suggested by rule.

RULE 19 

UNIFORM TRAFFIC INFRACTIONS 

(A) Complaint and summons; use; forms. 

(1) Traffic complaint and summons. The complaint and 
summons used in all traffic cases shall be the “Uniform Traffic 
Ticket and Complaint.” 

(2) Use of ticket. The uniform traffic ticket and com¬ 
plaint shall be used in all traffic cases in all courts of the 
state. Any ticket properly issued by a law enforcement officer 
shall be accepted for filing and disposition in any court having 
jurisdiction over the alleged offense. 

(3) Form of traffic complaint and summons. The form, 
content and numbering schemes of the uniform traffic ticket 
and complaint shall be prescribed by the administrative direc¬ 
tor of courts (ADC). 

(4) Issuance of tickets to law enforcement officers. Each 
law enforcement agency shall issue the tickets for use by each 
officer within that agency. Each law enforcement agency shall 
obtain its supply of the uniform traffic ticket and complaint 
through purchasing and distribution channels prescribed by the 
ADC. 

(5) Accountability for tickets. 

(a) Law enforcement agencies. Each law enforcement 
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agency shall be responsible for the proper accounting and use 
of all uniform traffic tickets and complaints stocked by that 
agency. All law enforcement officers issuing a traffic ticket 
shall complete and sign the ticket, serve a copy of the completed 
ticket upon the defendant and, without unnecessary delay, 
normally within 48 hours, file the court copies of the uniform 
traffic ticket and complaint with the court. 

(b) Courts. The presiding judge, judge or clerk of each 
court shall designate personnel to be responsible for account¬ 
ing for all uniform traffic tickets and complaints used in said 
court. Said personnel shall be responsible for the proper dis¬ 
position and accounting of said tickets and shall cause to be 
prepared and submitted records and reports relating to the 
uniform traffic ticket and complaint on a regular, systematic 
basis, not less than monthly, to the ADC. 

(B) Schedule of fines. 

(1) All courts shall post a schedule of fines and costs 
for minor traffic infractions. This schedule shall be distributed 
to all law enforcement agencies and officers operating within 
the jurisdiction of the court and shall be prominently displayed 
in the offices of the magistrates and clerks of court. 

(2) Schedule of fines.

Provided, in the event the defendant fails to appear on the 
scheduled court date, the court in its discretion may increase 
the amount of fine. 

(b) Municipal court. 

(i) In addition to the fines suggested in (B) above, a 
municipality may, by municipal ordinance, establish a sched¬ 
ule of fines for the summary disposition of additional traffic 
offenses; provided, however, that the following violations shall 
be excluded from such schedule: 

(1) violations resulting in personal injury; 

(2) operation or possession of motor vehicles while intoxi¬ 
cated ; 

(3) reckless driving; 

(4) felonies or indictable offenses; 

(5) operation of motor vehicles without operator’s license 
or while license is suspended or revoked; and 

(6) where the alleged offense is a moving violation and 
the alleged offender has previously been convicted of two or 
more moving violations within the preceding 12 months. 

(i) The governing body of a municipality shall have the 
power to establish a fine and cost schedule for the summary 
disposition of parking offenses and shall administratively ad¬ 
judicate all such offenses regardless of whether a municipality 
has abolished its court and elected to come within the district 
court system. The governing body of a municipality may ap¬ 
point magistrates to determine parking offense disputes. Ap¬ 
peals from such administrative adjudication shall lie to the 
appropriate circuit court for a trial de novo in accordance with 
the provisions of Code of Alabama, Sections 12-11-30, 12-14-70 
and 12-14-71. 

(C) Procedures. 

(1) Defendant’s appearance, plea and waiver of trial. A 
defendant charged with a traffic infraction where a schedule 
of fines has been prescribed by rule or by a municipality which 
lawfully may be processed by a magistrate may’ within seven 
days, or, in the discretion of the magistrate, not later than 24 
hours before the court date shown on the ticket: 
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(1) appear in person at the magistrate's office, sign the 
plea of guilty and waiver of trial provision on the ticket and 
pay the fine and costs; provided, that the magistrate retains 
the copy of the ticket; or 

(ii) sign the guilty plea and waiver of trial provisions 
on the ticket and mail the ticket and the amount of the fine 
and costs to the clerk of the court. Remittance by mail of the 
fine and costs constitutes a guilty plea and waiver of trial 
provision on the ticket are signed by the defendant. Should 
the amount tendered be insufficient, such money received by the 
magistrate or clerk shall be considered to be a partial payment 
of the lawful penalty, applied by the clerk to the fines and 
costs and disbursed as required by law. The clerk may give 
notice of such insufficiency and a supplemental summons or 
warrant of arrest shall be issued for the offender's arrest, and 
a judgment shall be entered by the magistrate of court for the 
balance of the penalty due. 

(2) Issuance of notice, summons or warrant. When a 
defendant fails to appear pursuant to a ticket issued to him, 
the court may in its discretion issue further notice and increase 
the amount of fine, or issue a supplemental summons or war¬ 
rant and forfeit bail according to law, the case thereafter being 
disposed of as a court case upon the arrest of the defendant. 

(3) Fines and court costs paid to clerk of the court, tines 

and costs from the summary disposition of minor traffic in¬ 
fractions shall be paid to the clerk of the court, who shall dis¬ 
pense said funds as provided by law; provided, however, that 
magistrates serving outside the office of clerk shall transfer 
all records, including the ticket and plea of guilty, within 48 
hours of receipt thereof, and all fines and costs in accordance 
with rules adopted by the ADC. 

(D) Declaration of approval. The uniform traffic ticket 
and complaint, which is attached hereto and marked as Attach¬ 
ment One to this rule, is hereby approved and declared to be 
sufficient for each of the offenses listed therein. 

These amendments shall become effective August 1, 1979.
